What should be 
opposedis corporate scumbag involvement 
in a counterculture we youths have built 
over the years ourselves. What the mass 
media has forgotten (or never knew) is that 
punk never really died. Just because the 
media moved on to glorifying shit metal or 
dance crap after they squeezed all they 
could out of punk doesn't mean punk died, 
it means it went back into the hands of those 
who actually give a shit about it. However, 
now that punk has built itself a respectable 
following — largely through the do-it-your- 
self efforts of the youths themselves — the 
music business smells money and are now 
moving in big time: 

Punk won't die after shit rags like Spin 
or Billboard move on to the next trend. The 
people who are involved in punk for the. 
music and/or for its potential for helping 
foment social change will still be here long 
after the obese men in the pin-striped suits 
have moved on to bigger things. However, 
what will be the effects of their ravagings of 
ourculture? Only time will tell, butif we have 
any say in the matter, punk will remain a 
movement for and by the people who love it 
and not by those who judge it only by its 
"market potential." Punk rock is about de- 
stroying popular culture like Spin magazine, 
not being featured in it! 
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GLORIOUS WNC 
SQUATTERS ACQUITTED 
Given Key To City

In May 1990, violent confrontations erupted 
between squatters and riot police in the Dutch city 
of Groningen as the city officials enacted martial 
law and authorized the use of near-lethal doses of 
tear gas to evict the WNC squat complex. When 
the squatters surrendered, well over 100 were 
arrested and detained for several weeks in isola- 
tion. All those arrested were charged with Article 
140, a Dutch anti-terrorist law which makes sym- 
pathy for/membership in an illegal organization a 
punishable offence. Buton November 26, a Dutch 
court ruled that the crimes committed (i.e. militant 
squat defense) were one-off deeds and that the 
“illegal organization” (i.e. a group of squatters) 
was not criminally active at other times, thus 
Article 140 could not apply. Likewise, all 115 
persons charged with Article 141 (public violence) 
were acquitted due to lack of evidence—everyone 
had been masked during the confrontations with 
police! Unfortunately eight people were given 
sentences ranging from three to four months for 
violating Article 141, probably because they gave 
self-incriminating statements to police while in 
detention.

REVENGE OF THE 
KILLER C.U.N.T.S. 


À group of underground feminists has been 
making midnight strikes against frat houses atthe 
University of California at Santa Barbara in protest 
against sexist treatment of women. The anony- 
mous raiders plaster posters on fences and signs, 
tack up pornographic pictures of women with 
captions such as "This is how fraternities see you" 
and spray paint angry messages in their wake. 

The organization, which cálls itself Creative 
Underground Network of Truthful Sisters, struck 
for the first time last spring and has held candle- 
light vigils to celebrate the death of sexism. The 
group's message elicits sympathy among stu- 
dents but is unsurprisingly controversial as a 
spokesperson for the fraternity Phi Kappa Psi, the 
only fraternity to file a formal complaint, said, 
"They are no more than common criminals." Oth- 
ers, however, feel the aggressive group is making 
a strong message for women. "They are getting 


-the job done," said Dan Hilldale, a staff writer who 


has followed the group in the Daily Nexus, the 
UCSB newspaper, "Sexism is deeply ingrained at 
this school."

WADE KLANSMEN AND COPS 
PURGED FROM DENVER 
IN PROLETARIANUPRISING

On January 20 in Denver the Ku Klux Klan decided to hold a protest 
on the capitol steps to disrupt the Martin Luther King Jr. march. The Klan 
demo was announced in advance so of course a third group of anti- 
protestors consisting of punks, freaks, SHARP skins, hippies, Malcolm X 
heads, ethnic gangs and others gathered to throw insults, snowballs and 
bottles at the nazi rednecks and skinheads who were seig heiling and 
chanting “white power” through a cheezy little P.A. = 

The Klan group then went inside the capitol to do their press stuff 
(which was just more seig heiling and chanting), then marched down 
through a tunnel to an exit across the south capitol wing. This was 
Supposed to be a secret but the anti-Klan crowd figured this out: the 
protected prison buses waiting for the nazis away gave their plans away. 
The surprised nazis and cops were bombarded with snowballs. The cops 
tried to get them all safely inside the bus with the nazis still seig heiling. A 


few ran back inside. 


The bus drove off with protesters still throwing things at it. The cops 
lined up to disperse the crowd in full riot gear. These cops — 500 or so — 
were here to protect 120 nazis. As the bus disappeared behind the line of 
cops an empty cruiser was overturned and other cop cars were smashed. 
The first tear gas was shot into the crowd of Klan protesters and MLK Jr. 


marchers (almost hitting me in the head)). 


Thiswas NOT araceriot. The Klan protesters were of all colors —this was 
an antifascist demo: anti-Klan, anti-Nazi, anti-police! The organizers of the 
KKK said they're gonna do it again next year. Next time well bring gas masks. 





Execution Date Set for Cops, Heads of State, and Landlords 


Demonstrators at People's Park in Berkeley 
took direct action against the hated volleyball 
courts last December, chopping down the nets in 
broad daylight with a chainsaw! 

During a music festival at the park angry 
concert goers vented their anger with the system, 
the destruction of their park, and frat boy volleyball 


players by assaulting the hated volleyball courts, 


which were erected last fall despite massive dem- 
onstrations and riots in which police fired rubber 
and wooden bullets into crowds. 

People first tried to pull the center post down 
with a rope, but the rope snapped. They tried 
again, with similar unlucky results. However, the 
protestors continued to work at wrecking the hid- 
eous courts, undaunted by previous failures. One 
bright young spark emerged from the crowd with 


a chainsaw, and surrounded by a crowd to keep 


the cops out, proceeded to chop down the center 
post. Finally, someone using a chainsaw for a 
constructive purpose!

INVADERS FROM MARS 
DESCEND ON MINNEAPOLIS 


On January 26, the biggest corporate-sponsored sports 
event in America took place in Minneapolis—what we've 
fondly come to know as the “Stupid Bow?’ As football 
fans descended in hordes on downtown Minneapolis 
and with millions watching on T.V., a massive demon- 
stration disrupted the spectacle of the day.

cans on the quincentennial of Columbus’ “discovery” of 
the “new world." Most of the day's events centered 
around speakers as well as a march around *the cov- 
ered wagon" of the Metrodome. Anarchists present 
represented such groups as AWOL, ARA and TCAF. 





4 FROM PROTEST TO RESISTANCE

On February 19, a contingency of local activ- 
ists setthe field in protestof an appearance of Vice 
PresidentDan Quayle at a Republican Party fund- 
raiser at the Hyatt-Regency Hotel in downtown 
Minneapolis. A contingency of local anarchist 
formed a black blocin the demonstration opposite 
the Hyatt as the police had barricaded off the front 
of the hotel. The demonstration started by pa- 
tiently. waiting through the expected speakers 
then marched around to the back of the building in 
anticipation of Quayle leaving via a back exit. 
However at this point the demonstration lost most 
of its momentum and after a small period of time 
of facing down an overwhelming and intimidating 
police presence, the demo broke up before Quayle 
was spotted. — By Dan V.L

In September of 1991, Germany was swept by an 
unprecedented wave of racist violence. The widespread 
attacks on foreigners and refugees seeking asylum in 
Germany were the product of a campaign of defamation 
which had been launched by the Conservative Party. In 
times of economic depression, the ruling Conservative 
- Party had been constantly losing local and national 
elections in the past months. Trying to improve their 
image in those parts of the population that always like to 
think that their individual problems are the result of 
foreigners taking away their jobs, homes, wimmin,etc 
and not because of the incompetence of the govern- 
ment, they pushed for an amendmentto the constitution 
which would have undermined the guarantee of asylum 
for political refugees. This guarantee was an important 
aspect of the original West German constitution of the 
early 1950's and has - according to the Conservatives 
and various fascist parties - been abused by multitudes 
of economic refugees who just come into the country to 
better their standard of living. This artificially created 
. national controversy not only improved their election 
Tesults in the city-state of Bremen but also swept the 
ultra right wing DVU (German People’s Union) into the 
State parliament with a frightening 6% of the votes. The

and bricks while a seemingly uninterested police force 
watched. The atmosphere rose to such an intensity that 
foreigners were frightened to leave their houses. Not 
only did they have to face the nightly violence in front of 
their homes, but during the day they hadto suffer abuse 
and racist slurs from the so-called “normal citizens”. 

The culmination of these events happened in 
Hoyerswerda, which is a working class town in the state 
of Saxony(ex-GDR). In the course of 6 horrible days, up 
to 400 fascists laid a siege on the refugees’ homes, 
bombarding the houses with petrol bombs and bricks 
while a couple dozen cops stood by, either unable or 
unwilling to do anything to stop the onslaught. After the 
sixth day, the local government decided to evacuate all 
foreigners out of the city, thereby allowing a first victory 
to those fascists who wanted to make the town the first 
“clean” city in unified Germany. 

Encouraged by the passive stance of the police 
and the defamation campaign against foreigners in the 
media, small groups of fascists throughout the country 
intensified their attempts at ridding their own towns of 
any "un-aryan" elements. The disturbing climax of these 
attacks was in Saarlouis, a small town at the western 
outskirts of Germany, near the French border. A house 
that was inhabited by refugees was set on fire, resulting 
in the death of one man from Ghana who died in the 
flames. In all, about 4 non-Germans died in this period 


| of time from the results of racially motivated violence. | ne 


The most brutal death occurred ina small town outside - 
of Berlin, where about a dozen boneheads raided the 
house of an African, chased him up into the third floor 
and then proceeded to throw him out of the window. 


To counteract the increasing racism in large parts 
of the German population and an obvious unwillinggess 
by the “authorities” to stop racist murders, autonomous 
groups called for a solidarity demo in Hoyerswerda to 
show resistance to the racist sentiments of many Ger- 
mans. Activists came from all over Germany, with the 
greatest contingent coming from Berlin's autonomous 
scene. Alltogether, there were over 400 largely masked 
militants that faced - surprise, surprise - large numbers 
of riot control troops. This again shows the true face of 
the cops. Supposedly unable to protect a house from 
about 200 racists, they strangely enough brought out 
the riot control troops once the autonomous groups 
show up. During the march, the pigs repeatedly at- 
tempted to provoke a riot, trying to arrest masked 
demonstrators and blocking streets on the official demo 
route. Although some street fighting occurred, the demo 
was largely peaceful. 

In the following weeks there were large anti- 
fascist demonstrations in most bigger cities in Ger- 
many, with hundreds of thousands of people showing 
their disgust for racism and fascism. Unfortunately, 
many of these protests were hijacked by the estab- 
lished parties like the Social Democratic Party and 
others who wanted to improve their image. 

After weeks of debates, the Conservative Party 
realized that it could never get the 2/3 vote that is 





passed and the propaganda machine grinded to a halt. 
Along with it, the number of arson attacks and other 
violence against foreigners died down(How surprising!?), 
although sporadic attacks still happen up until now. 


FRENCH NF FORCIBLY DISBANDED BY ANARCHISTS 


Le Pen Hepents, Takes EU as Lu A ttendant 


Anti-Fascists in France have been busy this year organizing 
against the French National Front and their notorious leader Le Pen, 
who are taking their fascist bullshit on tour as French elections near. 

On January 21, the NF organizeda meeting inthe city of Caen and 
2000 demonstrators showed up to prevent the meeting. Some violence 
was reported and cops shot tear gas into the crowds, but mostly at the 
anti-fascist side, Surprise, surprise. The prefect (police chief) an- 
nounced to the crowd that the meeting would not be allowed to take 
place but the next day anti-fascists picked up the morning paper onlyto 
discover that somehow the NF had gotten 1000 people inside and 
conducted the meeting after all, with Le Pen turning it into a press 


conference. 


On February 4, 3000 took part in an anti-Le Pen demo in Nantes. 
Two hundred youths managed to enter the meeting in an attempt to 


disrupt it. 


On February 13 in Dijon, about 30 organizations called for an anti- 
Le Pendemonstration. Many of the groups were liberal leftists, andthey 
However, the 
protestors had plans of their own, and with cries of “Le Pen fascist! 
Poujade collaborator!” (Poujade is the mayor of Dijon) the crowd made 
their way to the NF meeting. They were met with barricades and two 
companies of riot police, and a violent confrontation ensued. Several 


asked the 2800 people to disband after an hour. 


demonstrators were badly injured. 


It was the first violent confrontation of this magnitude since 1978. 
The cops also seized the opportunity to attack journalists and they 
destroyed or confiscated the materials of the AFP (French Press

REPORT 


On February 15th members of the Twin Cities 
Anti-Racist Action groups and other individuals from the 
area caravaned to the rural town of Janesville Wiscon- 
sin to face Tom Robb and the Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. Robb had come to Janesville to give a public 
address on the Rock County courthouse steps in re- 
Sponse to budding Klan support in the area. Local 
lefties had asked people to ignore the event in hopes 
that it would just go away, but those, like ARA, who are 
making a concentrated effort against racism know that 
when racist scumbags like Robb get a free ride 
unconfronted, they thrive and their messages of geno- 
cide and hate are heard and in most cases acted upon. 
When ARA arrived at the courthouse there was already 
a fence extending about 50-75 feet all around the steps 
with a uniformed copper every ten feet on both sides 
and at least ten more cronies of the state undercover 
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mingling about the crowd. There were students and 
locals chanting and marching in a circle. ARA joined in, 
passed out information and began scoping out the 
scene. A bit later a group of three local racists arrived 
on the scene and were immediately surrounded and 
shouted down; the coppers busted in and formed a 
protective circle around the men. The racists got 
snowballed in the face and when a member of ARA 
pulled down their confederate flag he was tackled and 
got his face bashed in by the boysin blue. Then, getthis, 
they stick him in a waiting paddy wagon in which soon 
after they escort the same three racists for their own 
safety. When Robb then began his address ARA and 
the other activists at the scene turned up the volume. 
While many folks came to listen to Robb's racist propa- 
ganda they were either tumed away by ARA's militant 
presence or stood and tried to hear the bits of shit they

could decipher over anti-racist screams and chants. 
Near the end of the event one of the racist organizers 
was being escorted away by a battalion of state stooges 
so ARA and other anti-racist folks followed and en- 
circled. A womyn from ARA covered the coppers and 
the racist croonie in fluorescent green spray confetti, 
confusing the hell out of them. Soon after they nicked 
another member of ARA. This led to the mass of anti- 
racist folks confronting the kops in the street. The 
wagon pulled away andthe crowd moved back upto the 
fence to wish Robb and his pals a head on collision 
goodbye. ARA took off down to the Rock County jail 
where the bureaucrats bullshitted for three hours before 
they'd let ARA bail their members out. One car load of 
unarrested and unarresters waited in a parking lot away 
from the jail and found safe shelter back in Madison 
while waiting to hear from the rest of the group. ARA 
raised the militancy and the volume in the rural town of 
Janesville for only a few hours but what was seen by the

statement of unity is a big mistake. As RAID says "I 
won't unite with what | despise." | couldn't agree 
more. I'd never want to unite with such a sexist, 
homophobic hardline band or just about any other 
skinheads I've met, be they racist or anti-racist. Face 
it, mostskinheads are rednecks ina different uniform 
who have about as much in common with the punks 
as we do with frat boys or cops. | don’t believe in 
“unity” in the scene. | won't unite with 
SKREWDRIVER, G. G. ALLIN or SHARP. | have 
nothing in common with such people and if anything 
oppose them. | won't unite with about 90% of the 
Skinheads I've met because with the exception and 
a handful in Minneapolis and Cinci. | find myself 
opposed to their patriotic, sexist, homophobic, and 
usually racist views and actions. Fuck unity. If you 
don'tlike it, sue me. Now that's off my tattooed chest 
open a homebrew, turn up Abrasive Wheels and 
read on. 


1. To the dustheap of history. During the Rus- - 


sian Civil War of 1918-21 the Bolshevik dictatorship 
was able to crush the Russian anarchist movement 
which probably best reflected the revolutionary aspi- 
rations of the Russian people. Trotsky gloated with 
Leninthatanarchismhad been caston "the dustheap 
of history." The Bolshevik victory allowed them to hi- 
jack, paralyze and destroy the world's revolutionary 
working class movement by forcing it to serve 
Moscow's foreign policy goals. Seventy-odd years 
later communism has been cast on the dustheap of 
history, universally rejected by the working classes 
of every nation it was imposed on. Theoretically 
bankrupt, Marxism could only remain in power by 
lowest common denominator appeals to nationalism 
and brute force (| touched on this last issue). If any 
anarchists of the 1917 generation are still alive they 
can at least know that they lived to see their fallen 
comrades somewhat vindicated by the ironic rever- 
sal of Trotsky's boast. 

Marxism has been the greatest force constrain- 
ing the revolutionary movements of the world’s op- 
pressed classes for over seventy years. With Marx- 
ism out of the way and the evils of Capitalism 
unaddressed the field is open for anarchists to agi- 
tate for revolution, picking up where we left off before 
being rudely interrupted by a 75 year experiment with 
a crackpot idea. Bakunin saw the authoritarian, op- 
pressive nature of Marxism when it was still a hair 
brained scheme in Marx and Engels' heads. So chalk 
another one up for the dustbin of history. 

Anarchism is emerging in the former commu- 
nist countries of Europe and continues to be a force 
in the opposition politics of the capitalist world. We 
can count on our movement to grow since potential 
dupes of the communists will have to be really off the 
deep end in order to be enlisted by any remaining 
parties. We should (as always) be aggressively 
organizing and propagandizing in order to get the 
ideas of anarchism across--especially to disaffected 





groups liable to be receptive to a revolutionary mes- - 


. sage. Although most Marist parties have collapsed 


or splintered into an alphabet soup of amazingly tiny 
splinter factions there will probably be a lot of die- 
hards on the scene for years to come. These will 
continue to get involved in single-issue organiza- 
tions and continue to exert their dogmatic and au- 
thoritarian influence. Some might realize that Marx- 
ism was a bad idea, investigate anarchism, jump ship 
and become welcome comrades. However, we should 
continue to distance ourselves from old school Marx- 
ists and the organizations they dominate. They are 
dead in the water while our movement is moving 
ahead. One down, one to go. Let's hope the next 
seventy years see capitalism join communismon the 
dustbin of history. 

2. | think this dispute between P.E. and First 
Avenue is kind of pointless.

His article got me to thinking about how anarchists 
construct their lifestyles to live according to their 
beliefs. Brent Blatant wrote a piece ragging on all 
anarchists who didn't have an “anarchist lifestyle” for 
the Love and Rage Discussion Bulletin. | wrote a 
response but it's been on my mind ever since. I've 
met a number of people who have become total 
lifestylists, living a monastic existence of dumpster 
diving, squatting, veganism and rejection of society. 
There is nothing wrong with this and no reason one 








First off, | want to give a big FUCK OFF to every 
yuppie who has come to me and told me my kid is 
cute, but then takes a look at me and thinks, “What 
a scumbag, she shouldn't be allowed to have a kid." 
There have been so many times that has happened 
to me that | wish | could just blow every yuppie away. 

Becoming a parent is one of the greatest chal- 
lenges in life. You can never be totally prepared to 
have a baby. No matter if you go out and buy 
supplies(ie. crib, clothes, etc), you'll never know 
whatit's like until you get some firsthand experience. 
| was in the hospital for 4 days and got so used to 
havinga nurse there that whenl gothome | felt totally 
lost. 

When people ask what kind of diapers | use, I'd 
say | usually use cloth ones, but sometimes dispos- 
able are preferred. | mostly use disposable whenlgo 
out, or go to my mother's. Cloth diapers are the best 
to use, it makes it easier when you have access to a 
free washer and dryer, especially at home. 

When it comes to getting a hold of cheap baby 
clothes, | go to thrift stores like the Goodwill, Salva- 
tion Army, and other smaller stores. The price of

baby clothes these days is outrageous, especially 
considering that the child will only wear the clothes 
for a few months. If you live on a fixed income and 
want to buy all new baby clothes, good luck !! 

Feeding your newborn child is a decision you 
must choose when deciding finances. It is free to 
breast feed a child and it also helps form a sense of 
security between mother and child. Bottle feeding is 
expensive and not as good for your baby. lt would 
cost between 40 and 50 dollars to feed formula 
monthly. As the child gets older, it can get up to 80 
bucks a month. You are better off getting a form of 
assistance called W.1.C. They'll give you formula 
and solid food later on, which really helps out a lot. 
That's another thing that really pisses me off. Why 
should these people in control of formula and other 
sorts be able to take advantage of mothers. A 14 
ounce can of formula costs about $10.00. When a 
baby gets around 5 or6 months old, it can easily drink 
8cans offormula a month. They're just ripping off the 
people who need the most. 

Thereis also the debate (if you're a vegetarian) 
of whether to raise your child as a vegetarian or not. 
Right now, my son eats solid foods which do come 
with meat flavors which just look absolutely gross. | 
personally will keep meat from my son's plate until he 
is old enough to understand whatexactly the animals 
go through in the production of meat. From then on, 
he will be left to make his own decisions on food 
intake. <

couldn't take it to the extreme and be a very commit- 
ted activist as well. However, the revolution will not 
be won by lifestyle alone. At the other extreme there 
are anarchist activists who work socially unconscio- 
nable jobs, eat meat, beat their wives and pets and 
so on. Whatis needed is not pure lifestylists or pure 
activists but dedicated activists with an anarchist 
lifestyle. 

| would argue for a number of aspects to this 
lifestyle. Basically | think the anarchist should “strive 
to survive causing the least amount of suffering 
possible,” thatis follow a vegan diet, boycott as much 


of the capitalist system as possible, and so on. I'm” 


not going to go into this aspect in much depth since 
lots of other zines point out the abuse of animals and 
the evils of corporations. But, by following this sort of 
lifestyle you will beginto make yourself more autono- 
mous from modem society. The anarchist should 
strive for the greatest self-sufficiency and self-reli- 
ance possible. Apart from this they should learn to 
rely on their comrades. We should be trying to live 
independent from the state, capital, and the enslav- 
ing instruments of modern technological society. 
This can be taken to extremes like living in caves or 
only eating fruit which has naturally fallen off a tree. 
More practically it can be as simple as resisting car 
culture (also known as riding a mountain bike) shop- 
ping in co-ops, flea-markets, and used goods papers 
to avoid taxes and re-invest in the local community. 
One can grow their own food or start a community 
garden and so on. While none of these measures 
would satisfy a dedicated lifestylist they are not 
untenable for most people and can be empowering 
in making the individual that much more self-reliant 
while withdrawing a few extra dollars from the sys- 
tem. 

Now this might sound a little wacky to some of 
you but! also think the anarchist should try to buildas 
strong a mind and body as possible. In order to make 
our movement a threat we are going to have to be 
educated. This doesn't necessarily mean a college 
degree or formal education. Whatit does meanis an 
understanding of how the system works, the nature 
of its oppression, its history, its strong and weak 
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Sometimes my mind is just blown. Blown 
because I'm standing in the middle of this whole 
| wacky Profane Existence collective in utter awe. I'm - 59 
llec- - . people who don't just fuck, but actu. 


tive has accomplishedsince we began having weekly, 
collective meetings six months ago. | think the 
various ventures which this collective is involved in 
speak for themselves, so | won't elaborate on the 
“big picture.” What | have been thinking a lot about 
lately and will elaborate on is the fanzine culture from 
which this collective got its humble start. It's some- 
thing I've been thinking a lot about lately, because of 
the queer Zine interview | did elsewhere in this issue 
and personal attempts at approaching my own ef- 
forts from a new and exciting angle. 

First, | thinkit's important that try to define what 
| see a fanzine as being. Obviously there's a differ- 
ence between a legitimate magazine and a fanzine. 
One aspect which seems to have created a differ- 
ence is the approach to capital. Granted, a large 
proportion of fanzines still cater to those funky green 
tickets (i.e. moolah) whetherit's through a cover cost, 
paid advertising or even in-depth budget reports like 
the one in this issue, but even large fanzines like this 
puppy aren't allowing us to install the saunas we all 
deserve! The labour-of-love factor may also play a 
role, but I'm sure that Bob Guccione, jr. also feels 
mighty connected to his baby (Spin magazine) and | 
sure don't see that piece of shit as being worthy of 
fanzinedom! | think a fanzine arises out of a person's 
desire to spew forth their opinions on paper with the 
knowledge that not too many people will listen and 


that a fair amount of ingratitude will be felt. This 


knowledge usually lends a hand in creating the 
twisted personalities found in Cometbus, Bundle of 
Sticks and just about every other underground rag 


out there. Most fanzine editors receive no recogni- . 


tion (beyond correspondence with other editors) for 
all of their hardships. The recognition that your 
efforts aren't going unnoticed can be a definite mo- 
tivating factor in continuing to crank out issues and 
not just bag it after a few months. I've seen fanzines 
whose quality of writing and printing mechanics are 
just as good, if not better, than many mainstream 
magazines, but the uncertainty of future issues still 
pervades the contents and | think that’s the main 
difference between a fanzine and a magazine. 

I've always had a hard time legitimizing the 
importance or subversiveness of fanzines. They've 
always appeared fairly trivial to me, despite the fact 
that I've read thousands of them in the past seven 
years and have worked on ‘em for five. | probably 
have this disposition because most fanzines are 
trivial, built solely on personality and ambition with 
little in the way of groundbreaking or even intriguing 
content. But, hey, there's a lotto be said for triviality, 
as well as fanzines and the culture which has arisen 
from them. Just picture thousands of individuals all 





points. It means understanding anarchist theory, 
differentrevolutionary andalternative political move- 
ments, the history of our movement and so on. Crito 
talked about some ways to pursue such knowledge. 
One thing he mentioned was staying healthy. | think 
this is something punk anarchists have overlooked. 
We all know about the health benefits of veganism 
(and vegetarianism) but this should be accompanied 
by a serious fitness program. | have found that a 
combination of weight training, mountain biking, and 
karate is the best Supplement to my particular anar- 
chist lifestyle. A serious revolutionary has to be in 
good shape, and know how to defend themselves. 
We should also think about having to stay alive and 
physically active for several decades, with or without 
arevolution. This means building the strength of both 
the mind and body to fight the state and build an 
alternative society. 
| make no claims to perfection and don't live up 


to every ideal, obviously to do so would become all 


consuming and l'd be living in a cave. The point is to 
"strive to survive" to the best of your means while still 
playing an active role in the movement. Otherwise 
we'll just be a bunch of atomized social dropouts on 


-the fringe of society who exist in a vacuum which- 


poses no threat to capital and the state. In closing I'll 
venture into hypocrisy. Some of you are probably 
Scratching your heads wondering why drugs and 
alcohol aren’tmentioned above. | wish | could smugly 
condemn drugs and alcohol as the unhealthy instru- 
ments of self-destruction and social control they are. 

Alas, |can’twithout being a total hypocrite. Excepting 
two yearsin high school l've never been able to make 


Straight edge stick for more than a few months. 


Those who know me will testify | drink pretty heavily. 
I've tried to curtail this to homebrew for political 
reasons but the fact remains, | like to get drunk. But 
idealistically | oppose drugs including alcohol as 
instruments of state control which hook us with 
sexist, racist advertising and keep us drugged and 
blinded. | can safely use this space to rail against 
tobacco (see my article in MAS#8) or hard drugs. To 
go further would be hypocritical but you cancatch the 
drift.

Inthe pastcouple of months, though, | think 
I've finally discovered some actual SulNete a 
ness and relevance among this whole tangled 
mess of copy-shop junkies: Part of this reais 
comes from what | see as a burgeoning under- 
ground sexual revolution - - OF atieastan uprisoir in 










their actions and intentions wit respect’: 
have learned to integrate their sexuality ue 
other facets of their life. Queer fanzines seemto 
‘have both worked as a channel for this uprise 
and mirrored people’s desire to communicate 
their silenced sexual frustrations to someone 
other than a tab of acid or a six-pack. Grand 
queer fanzines and even fanzines on a whole 
won't reach and change my landlord or your 
grandfather, but if a few thousand freaked-out 
teens around the world have access to the ideas 
presented therein and are radically changed, l'il 
consideritsubversive (I'd rather see one person's 
viewsradically changed thansee a million people, 
metaphorically, switch from Coke to Pepsi - fuck 
mass movements.) The other main reason I’ve 
found some relevance in fanzine culture is be- 
cause of my involvementin this collective, which 
hopefully speaks for itself. Needless to say, it's 
definitely given me something to think about 
besides what kind of beer to buy after work... 

Now the big question that pops in my mind 
is how fanzines can expand to reach a larger, 
more diverse crowd of people without becoming 
stagnant and mainstream. | think this could be 
accomplished if more zine editors stuck with 
their zines and began to use it as a tool for self- 
growth instead of justa channel for communica- 
tion. A fanzine can be a great way to present 
your own ideas and creativity to a select, de- 
mented, readership who usually toss some inter- 
esting feedback your way. More fanzinesshould 
try to collectivize their efforts, create a quality . 
read and eventually increase their print-run. 
There definitely needs to be more well-done 
fanzines with a print run of one or two thousand. 
| think this quantity is good for allowing the 
people involved to respond personally to all 
readers while also having enough copies to sell 
some to cover printing and still have enough left 
over to give to people for free - some of the most 
incredible minds, after all, don't have a spare 
dollar to buy a zine. | can only hope the attitude 
and originality of punk fanzines will flourish into 
a widespread network of resistance, encom- 
passing politics, community, lifestyle and humor 
allinone hunkin' fell swoop. Nowif we could only 
make typewriting and xeroxing more fashion- 
able than playing electric guitar..

lam writingthis columnto empower womyn. | am writing 
this column to validate my voice. | am writing this column to 
initiate adialogue with the hope of bringing out things that need 
to be talked about more in public spaces, with the hope that we 
can continue to educate and inform ourselves on sexism. I'm 
going to speak out on how | think things need tọ change and 
FM GOING TO CHALLENGE ME AND OTHERS TO CON- 
SIDER SOME OPTIONS. 


Fighting sexism is a constant battle. We are all in- 
grained. We are all born into this sick culture that fosters 
sexism- where it is part of the disease that is killing us. Sexism 
can be perpetrated by men or wimmin. And while it is 
necessary to for men to give up power it is also necessary for 
wimmin to demand liberation. It is necessary for wimmin to 


it, when your talking about oppression you're talking about a 
‘stronger force inhibiting the freedom of a weaker force made 
weak by the force AND NOT BORN THAT WAY. We're talking 
_ about institutionalized and psychologically ingrained oppres- 
sion that doesn't go away overnight. 

What do womyn need from the men who they work 
live around? They need men to start doing work around 
sexism. They need support from the men around them. What 
does that mean? No, that does not meanthat | need you totake 
my hand and say it'll be OK, it's OK we'll work together on this 
one. This is nottosay that ldon'tthink men and wimmin should 
not be working together- what | am saying is that nothing will 
change if the work is done on male terms only ( if that sounds 
reverse sexist I’m sorry, it's about overturning thousands of 
years of oppression that wimmin have had to endure and 
overcome). The support wimmin need is respect and this 
means they need the space to be heard. We need to learn how 
1o create these spaces. It is time that wimmin's needs be 
integrated into the needs of anarchistic revolution. This is not 
to say that there are not pockets of support for wimmin in the 
anarchist community, and of course there certainly are in 
anarchist wimmins' communities. But | fear that pockets are 
not enough. As anarchists we should feel it necessary to be

genocide! In Detroit's so-called alternative scene we are 
outnumbered by hundreds oí nationalist shits and get visited by 
bands like THE EXPLOITED and MURPHY'S LAW. And il we 
get up the courage to go see one of these dumbfuck bands, we 
get our bones broken by “jocks-in-Docs” or even worse, get our 
way-rad haircuts messed-up by chocolate swirles. 

There is hope, though... like at the end of last summer 
some great bands came through here (CHRIST ON ACRUTCH, 
HIATUS, ASPIRIN FEAST, ANTISCHISM, BORN AGAINST 
and THE WURST, to name a few). Most of these bands played 
at an anarchist collective that has been recently opened called 
the 404 WILLIS. Alot ofthese bands also played at the Capitol 
in Flint, Ml. The greatest thing about it was that a lot of the 
anarchist punks in both cities, plus others like Toledo, OH, 
began communicating with each other.

dealing with the politics of oppression 24 hours a day- for me 
this means that | work hard not to abuse power and hope that 
others hold me accountable when do. Power imbalance, as 
we know, is dysfunctional and as people living in american 
culture it is hard to combat dysfunction because for many of us 
have grown up in it-parents who ignore our truest feelings and 
governments who brainwash us into believing that there's a 
line we can't cross—it took me three years to come out as a bi- 
səxual and twenty-one years to even consider it as an option. 
Seems like we need to slow down and ask each other ques- 
tions before too many options are lost. This needs to happen 
as we work together-as we are in dialogue-it can't be left for 
anotherday or another special meeting. If men and women are 
going to work together in revolutionary struggles, sexism 
needs to be addressed every step of the way. It should be 
given the importance to take up our time and it will not slow us 
down, it will only help further revolution. My development as a 
strong womyn has been retarded by sexism AND IN CON- 
JUNCTION WITH THIS men's growth has been stunted. This, 
for me, is where sexism starts to intersect with homophobia. 
For example, some men have been aíraid to learn through 
wimmin for fear of endangering their masculinity, for fear of 
being called “faggot.” They have been afraid to entertain love 
for the same sex and forms of intimacy that don't involve 
fucking. Strait culture has created polarities to shadow their 


homophobia. With these polarities come labels like “faggot” or 


“pull dyke” that serve to segregate and discriminate. Kind of 
interesting how “faggots” are considered weak and “bull dykes” 
are considered strong, but not surprising in a culture that has 
created so many polarity myths for its own gain. Labels suck, 


. butthey’re around and we need to look at them. Just because 


we don't use derogatory terms to the extent that overt and 
proud sexists, racists, or homophobic individuals doesn't mean 
we have fully dealt with those ingrained forces within us. If 
culture needs to be transformed than so do our psyches. 
Smashing sexism or the state needs to begin by smashing 
those forces within ourselves. In organizing we need to create 
a Cimate that fosters this. We need to disempower the 
structure and empower those who have been oppressed. We 
need to figure out how to do this together. And we also need 
to remember that in no way is this going to be easy. | am putting 
a call out to men to start to deal with the anger of the wimmin 
around them. | would ask them to accept the anger as a 
necessary stage of wimmin's liberation. | would ask that they 
work with it. | do not think that men should feel distanced or 
made to feel distanced by wimmin’s anger. | hope that men

a disruption of a public forum in which racist Tom David was to 
be involved in a debate. When David attempted to speak, 
ARA members drowned him out verbally. On the surface, 
this could indeed appear to be a good thing, but | think it shows 
an insecurity on the part of the disruptors. Do you not believe 
that David would have looked like a complete fucking shithead 
when he attemptedtodefend his twisted ideals? If would have 
been an objective observer at the meeting, | would have been 
extremely tumed-off by the actions of the AR.A Merely 
drowning out your enemy's voice does not mean that your own 
Opinion has any more value than those whom you have 
silenced. A debate between a fascist and an equality-seeking 
person would have gone much further to show the evils of 
racism (if the equality-seeker had the slightest hint of elo- 
quence than the disruption of said affair). Free speech is 
definitely the issue here and considering today's social condi- 
tions, it does apply. Reverse the situation - would you still 
praise the merits of censorship if the drowned-out person had 
been an antifascist shouted down by 25 Nazis? We cannot 
merely silence those who differ from us. Let bigots air their 
twisted opinions and then expose their inherent flaws. As Joel 
said inthe interview with the A.R.A. activist, where do you draw 
the line? You refuse to give racists free speech, so who's next? 
Sexists? Do you support censoring The 2 LIVE CREW 
because of their assholish, mysogynistic ideals? | would 
certainly hope not, but that is exactly what you're doing to Tom 
David - censoring him because he's a dumbass. Everyone 
deserves free speech. As anarchists we don't need to stoop 
to the level of acting as authoritarian enforcers of our beliefs. 

Asimilar situation recently arose here in South Carolina. 
David Duke came to the campus of Clemson University to push 
his agenda and attempt to boast his presidential campaign. He 
spoke in the local auditorium and was allowed to speak 
peacefully. However, upon leaving the auditorium, he was 
confronted by well over one thousand protesters who showed 


their opinion of him with chants of “FUCK DUKEII" | feel this 


was much more constructive than not allowing him to speak at 
all-the publicgotto see how stupid his ideas were, | distributed 
a flyer to those in attendance which outlined his racist past and 
present and we showed him what our opinions of him are! 
Surprisingly, the media gave much sympathetic coverage to 
the protesters which meant that we came across much better 
than David "Racist" Duke did. We didn't deny Duke the right to 


express his opinions, but we certainly utilized the right to :

"man" — Ayn Rand — andher lackeys like Leonard Peikoff 
say, completely arrogant toward ideas that aren't “rational” 
or “objective” and downright cruel and oppressive in its 
uncritical elevation of laissez-faire capitalism as the savior 
of mankind (and objectivists always say mankind, dear). 
The only difference is the editor slaps a circle @ to Rand's 
beliefs, carrying objectivism to its logical extension but 
certainly not creating any sort of anarchist vision that | 
would associate myself with. There's so much | could 
criticize about this zine but the article “The Welfare State” 
encapsulates all that is violently wrong about objectivism. 
Firstly, it has a crude, ideological conception of all collectiv- 
iscommunal economies: they're all statist, promote lazi- 
ness, are inefficient and (horror!) "irrational" Try reading 
Kropotkin's Mutual Aid or a history of the Spanish Revolu- 
tion and you'll find that communist anarchists advocate 
neither statist collectivism nor laissez-faire capitalism. “The 
Welfare State" article also blames poor people for being 
poor and uses the right-wing stereotype of most welfare 
recipients as lazy, a stereotype that is patently false. If the 
editor would examine issues abit closerinsteadof unciitically 
repeating Rand's social Darwinism, he'd see that people 
are on welfare not necessarily out of laziness but for 
structural reasons: capital needs a large pool of pacified 
unemployed people to keep wages down and make maxi- 
mum profits. The editor's solution to welfare? Everyone 
should “take responsibility for their poverty” and get a job. 
ls this Reaganism or anarchist writing? It’s also interesting 
that a lot of the zine is dedicated to railing on the slavery of 
today's system, but the objectivist solution is to compel 
everyone to enter a system of wage slavery, working to 
“eam their keep” while rich bastards like Rand sip liqueurs 
in their NYC penthouses. Don't get me wrong, Rand 
actually does have a couple of interesting points to make 
and so does this well-produced, thoughtful zine. | just think 
it's fundamentally anti-human and highly ideological de- 
spite objectivism's vehement claims tothe contrary. Check 
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this zine out cos it will make you think, but don't buy into its 
rugged individualist laissez-faire nonsense, as it has not

Fragments of a Silent Storm * 

ed. by Jack Kahn, Lea Anne Fisher, and Steve Schafer 

114 pages, $3ppd from Militant Monster Press / PO Box 195 / 
Mesa, AZ 85211 | 
This is a collection of short stories from underground authors, all 
with some sort of radical perspective. Being the latest project from 
my fine friend whom | miss very dearly, Jack Kahn, | was really 
looking forward to getting a copy of this and when | did | devoured 
it readily. Ten stories and some wonderful art comprise this 
anthology. Every story is worth reading and some (like “Running 
Before the Night,” ‘Fist of God,” “Step Back,” and “Radio Free 
Lebanon”) are excellent. The book's subtitle “an anthology of 
radical fiction” makes you think about what is "radical" in each 
Story and although it’s not always obvious, the radical element is 
there in every tale. What's so great about it is that each story is 
radical in its own way —ten stories, ten different themes. If radical 
political stuff doesn't interest you because it’s too dry or stuffy or 
difficult to read then I strongly recommend this collection, as all the 
Stories are more than just plain good reading; they make you think 
and draw your own conclusions. For those of you who like radical 
political stuff, this collection is valuable in that not only will it give 
you a healthy break from all those dense Kropotkin tomes, it will 
also help you place your radical perspective within the "real life" 
Situations in these stories, especially ones like “Bum.” In any 
case, | strongly recommend this book to anyone, and | hope to see 
more of this kind of work within the punk rock counterculture. (joel) 


Take Back Your Life by Alicia non Grata

This isnt technically a book but nor is it a zine, so I'll review it here. 
What Take Back Your Life is is a collection of five articles written 
by Alicia non Grata in past issues of Profance Existence and 
reprinted here. The theme of the booklet is women taking back 
their lives, their health, and the knowledge of their own bodies that 
has been stripped from them by patriarchal religions, the state, and 
the modem medical establishment. Reprinted from the original 
text (with only minor editing changes), topics include the history of 
women's self-healing and womer-healers (witches, midwives, 
wise-wimmin, etc.), healing common vaginal and bladder infec- 
tions naturally, menstruation as an affirmation of women's power 
instead of a liability, natural methods of birth control, and 
"Everybody's Guide to Understanding AIDS." All of the articles are 
extremely well-written and researched; there is a wealth of know 
edge here. Women needto readthis to help them understand their 
bodies, how they've been controlled by patriarchal medicine and 
religious indoctrination, and how they can reclaim power over their 
physical (and psychic) selves. Men need to read this because it 
teaches us alot we don't (and should) know about women's bodies 
and because it will give us a better understanding of women's 
needs as we struggle to completely smash sexism off the face of 
this white-male-capitalist-infested planet. (joel)

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FIRST WOMAN WAR RESISTOR 
SPITS ON SAM 


Stephanie Atkinson, the first female warresistorto the 
Persian Gulf War was interviewed by A-ron. She 
discussed the dismay with military life and how her 
decision to shuck the “call of duty”, put her anti- 
authority ideals into action against coercion. 


PE: When did you make the decision not to go with 
your troop division when they were activated into the 
Persian Gulf? 

SA: I wanted to be out of the military for along time so 
itwas a culmination of events. | thought! was already 
out, but | wasn't | enlisted on an 8 year enlistment 
agreement, 6 years active-reserve, where | partici- 
pated with a unit and two years in-active where your 
name is basically on a list and you don't participate. I 

just finished my 6 years and was supposed to be 
inactive on September 24th of 1990. And on August 
22nd, Bush signed this thing called a “Stop-Loss 
Order" which basically gave the Secretary of Defense 
the power to retain all the people in the military—like 
nobody can retire, nobody is supposed to get out for 
anything really, and | got caught in that. So | was 
“involuntary extended.” They called me October 10th 
and said our group was on alert and not to go farther 
than 12 hours away without letting them know. The 
following evening, Celebrity Skin was. at my house, | 

got called and was activated. The first couple of days 
I made plans like | was going to go, even though I was 
really in conflict about it. | made a will and other plans 
as if | was going to kick the bucket That was very 
spooky, by the way. Then aftera while, | was justlike, 
this is ridiculous, | know | can'tdo this. | read this article 
about a couple of guys who had been resisting, and 
it really impressed me and made me realize | was in 
the same situation and that | wasn't going to go, even 
if that meant going to jail. | was somewhat ready for it. 

PE: So reading that specific article helped you to 
make that decision? 

SA: My deasion came about from alotof things. | saw 
a lot of bad things in the military, just some really 
stupid, fucked-up stuff. 

PE: Like what? 

SA: Justthe harassment and adjusting to the military 
lifestyle was really difficult. It's really sexist, racist and 
homophobic—nothing as far as alternative lifestyles. 

It's just an oppressive atmosphere. People get killed 
in training accidents and people get hurt and have to 
do stupid things. So | was pretty discontent with that. 
Then! started going to school here [at Southem Illinois 
University-Carbondale], and got into the whole punk- 
. rock thing. That was really difficult for me to be in 
.. school, punk-rock and the Army at the same time. 

| PE:A great big mental conflict? 

SA: Yea! All the studying, reading and really challeng- 
_ ing stuff got my brain working. Doing different things 


-really woke me up, but | was stuck. Itwas a culmina- 


tion of events, like going to protests and hanging with 
influential people. 

PE: So it was a progressive mental influence that 
took over after you had signed that contract? — - 
SA: Right, | had signed up when I was 17, | had just 
started my Senior year. 

PE: People against your decision complained that 
you should never have signed up in the first place. But 
there is always a lot of pressure on High School 
Seniors to join up as the local recruiter bombards you 
witha million phone calls. When you initially made the 
decision to join, had you been pressured into it, or did 
you think it was the only option at the time? 

SA: The military spends $2.3 billion a year on adver- 
tising alone. High School students are the target 
audience because they often don’thave alotof street 
experience, and usually are in dire financial straights, 


. and aren't sure what they want to do after High 


School. They aren't too sure of themselves and 
haven'ttested themselves out. If you're 17, you're not 
even registered to vote. | had no political sensibilities 
when | was growing up, partly because my folks were 
politically backward. | didn't have somebody as arole 
model as to what war was. | didn'thave any dads or 
uncles from that generation who were in Vietnam. | 
really had no idea what the military was about. | 
wouldn'thave as much ofa beef with the military if they 
were more honest in the way they advertised. The 
things that they promise young people, is like they 
totally sell you. It's very-strange, it’s like | went in and 
| didn’t have any idea of what | wanted 
to do after High School. They really 
want people they can manipulate. And 
ifyou’re notreally sure of yourselfatthat 
age, it's too easy to buy what they're 
selling to you—and | boughtit. Itseemed 
like a good idea at the time, and | didn't 
really have any other things to do. But 
people go in for all sorts of reasons. 
Most people just came out of a bad 
family, or their folks were divorced, or 
they needed some money for school. 
They obviously had joined and were 
willing to make a commitment, but it's 
just so deceptive. Basically they just 
treat people like shit. It's like you're an 
indentured servant. In the enlistment 
agreement; which most people call a 
contract, but it's not, there's a para- 
graph that says the military and the 
govemmentcanchange anything about 
your pay status, your rank, where you 
live and what sort of job you perform.. 








Anything, they can change anything about you, at 
anytime they wantwith no binding of anything to you. 
That's how | was involuntarily extended.Also, people 
don't realize it, but when join up your body becomes 
government property. If you get a sunburn, you can 
get an Artide 15, which is non-judicial punishment, 
like a fine. It's like people that try to kill themselves in 
the military, they freak out, not only do they get 
charges surrounding suicide, butthings like attempted 
destruction of govemment property, and all sorts of 
wacky shit like that. 

PE: Once you made the decision to resist, how did it 
change your life from there on, forcing you to act upon 
your ideals? 

SA: | became a public figure, got arrested, went to jail 
and got 2 or 3 death threats. When | got out, | was 
dischargedearly on, like November 10th (1990). Iwas 
very lucky. But when | came home, | was like, "well it's 
stillnotover because there's still going to be war, there 
are these other people who are doing this.” It tumed 
out there were 2,500 people who resisted, or more. | 
feltlike | couldn'tleave italone. Itwas a very transform- 
ing experience. | started doing a lot of publicity and 
traveling. | was in D.C. and! met the guy who worked 
at the American Friends Service, which was a peace 
and justice organization. He offered me an intemship 
so | said yes. It was a good idea to get out of town 
because people were still really hostile here [in South- 
em Ill]. So with much trepitude | decided to take the 
job. | went to Philadelphia and didn't have any place 
tolive. Itwas $5 an hour, totally notenough to survive 
in the city, but | felt it was what | wanted to do. It was 
really great, and the most educational year of my life. 
Alot of things changed as a result of my decision, but 
| don’t regret making the decision. I'd do it a million 
times over.Change is inevitable. | did nothing note- 
worthy until that time. | was just waiting for something 
to happen. 

PE: It just crept up and smacked you in the face? 
SA: Yea it did. So it taught me a lesson, that | had to 
get up and take charge of my life and start making 
decisions, butit's a great opportunity. I've met some 
fascinating people and traveled all over. 

PE: What exactly did you do at that job? 

SA: | was trained as a military counselor. So when 
people called and said, “Hey thisis my situation, !want 
to get out of the military, what do | do?", I'd advise 
them. | also did a lot of public speaking where I'd go 
to High Schools and talk to people about thinking 
before you sign up. | organized fund raisers and dida 
lotofresearch on people in the military: Hispanics and 


: African-Americans and why they get shafted more 


SA: There's a lotof. discrimination. There were some 
freaky incidents that happened during the Gulf War. 
There were people who tried to be conscientious 
objectors and submit their applications. Their com- 


manding officers would rip them up, or people would . 


threaten to beat them up. Some guys were put in 
straight jackets and waist shackles and flown into the 
Gulf. Some people weren't issued chemical protec- 
üvegear. —— 

PE: Did you hear any hear any horror stories that 
occurred during the war, or was your information just 
as cut off as everyone elses? 

SA: | talked to people who came back. | think there 
was an attempted mutiny by a company, that was 
primarily black, but | don't know if it was just a rumor. 


Alot of people who resisted, especially Marines, got 


sent to Camp Lejeune in North Carolina. They really 
gotalotofshitthere. People beatthem up and locked 
them in closets. 

PE: Just your basic harassment and torture? 

SA: Yea. Thereare differentlevels of being there. Like 
most of them are in medium security, which is like a 
general prison population and they have tasks. If you 
mess up there, they send them to segregation and 
make them sit in a chair all day and they can't fall 
asleep. They have to sit at attention and put them on 
700a day calorie diet. If they still won't shape up, then 
they put them in what they call the "dog cage" which 
basically is like a big cage you would keep a St. 
Bemard in. They get bread and water and have to sit 
there in their underwear. Most of those people have 
been adopted by Amnesty Intemational. There's like 


cra M 
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25 fugitives that are political prisoners in the United 
States that our country doesn't recognize. 

PE: So what do you know of what's going on in the 
Persian Gulf now (as of January '92)? 

SA: Between Iran and Iraq, in the north Kurdish area, 
they're having a big problem now with unexploded 
ordinates—mines. A lot of the problems are similar to 
the incidents that happened in Cambodia, after the 
war with Vietnam. There are two or three explosions 
a week. 400 or so people have been killed already 
[from this]. All the service people were inoculated 
before they leftforthe war. Only one guy refusedit, but 
it was experimental drugs for a nerve agent and 
everybody had to take it. The FDA regulations were 
waived because they were military members. Now 
they're coming back, andthe wives of alotof guys are 
having miscarriages and stuff like that. So they were 
pretty much used as guinea pigs for a drug. 

PE: What about sexism in the military? 

SA: It's horrible. The rape rate in the military is twice 
as high as in civilian life. 

PE: Were you sexually harassed? 

SA: Yea, was. In basictraining, this one drill Seargent 
was like, "I don't believe any of you bitches should be 
here, but now that you are, you're gonna be men!" It 
was just weird. The whole thing with prostitution and 
pomography is so accepted. The guys on the air craft 
carriers watched pomo's before they bombed Iraq. 
Justthings like thatare so intertwined, it's really gross. 
Hopefully, I'llbe writing my doctoral thesis on rape and 
pomography in the military. 

PE: Do you see a direct connection? 

SA: Yea, |do—pomography, | don’t mean erotic stuff. 
But the whole thing about subordination and domina- 
tion is having the power over ‘the other’, whether it be 
women, children, adog, or a person of another color. 
Just that projecting on to ‘the other by sex and 
violence is linked. Some of my friends in the Marine 
Corps told me the songs they had to sing, and they 
refused to sing them anymore. Stuff like, “Rape the 
town and kill the people” and stuff about napalming 
kids, and how to do a woman a hundred ways. You 
get 100, 17-year-old guys, mostly a bunch of white 
farm kids and they're heads are shaved, they're all 
dressed alike and this huge bulldog of a person is 
screaming at them and calling them shits, pukes and 
maggots. They get freaked out, pissed off and brain- 
washed. | would have rather joined the moonies or 
something. It's total brainwashing. 

PE: Even with serving six years, your feel your other 
influences battled out the brainwashing? 

SA: | was probably brainwashed for a while when | 
was in basic training, but | don’t think | was ever really 
gung-ho like that. | thought it was right for me to be in 
and that | could kill somebody, but | never called 
anybody a nigger, or a gook, or a raghead, or a fag. | 
thought that was fucked up. 

PE: So in your civilian life you had enough influence 
to keep your mind together? 

SA: Yea, then it just became a larger part of me. 
PE: Any advice for people who are dealing with this 
kind of stuff now? 

SA: Just finding out who they are. That's how the 
military gets people. You don't really know who you 
are yet. You're young and impressionable. You got to 
know your priorities and be strong and independent. 
You wouldn't get married at 17. It's the same thing as 
getting inabad mariage. Justtry to discover whatyou 
believe aboutyourself. That's so hard to encourage to 
do, because when you're a teenager, you don't get a 
lot of respect. 

Justthe way the educational system is. High Schools 
are like factories—mill them in and mill them out. | 
thinkteenagers are alotsmarterthan adults give them 
credit for, but at the same time they're not really 
encouraged to take adult responsibility while they're 
capable of adult acts. It has to start with the educa- 
tional system andrespecting people. That's why | like 
to talk to High Schools. The first thing ! say is, “I don't 


 carewhatteacher's told you inclass before you came 


here and to be respectful and not ask certain ques- 
tions. You can ask me anything you want and if you 
think I’m full of shit, then please stand up and tell me 
so." When you tell them that, they're just straight up 
and totally not afraid to ask you anything. Thatmakes 
more sense than preaching at somebody, which I find 








really gross. 

PE: What do you want to work with in the future? 
SA: Education. | want to get a doctorate and develop 
agood educational program. A multi-media approach 
to militarism and society. Having a class where we 
Study literature that relates to war and listening to 
music. | could teach people how to do Freedom of 
Information requests andother things. Peopleneedito 
be encouraged to be pro-active in (or against-A) their 
government, rather than just waiting for things to 
happen to them. Otherwise, they're just going to be 
used and defeated and things are just going to be 
shitty. 

PE: Do you see yourself doing this, even outside of 
the classroom setting? 

SA: Yea, one way or another. 

PE: Why do you think you got off, and not others? 
SA: | think | got off for a lot of reasons. One was that 
| was woman. | was white, college-educated, semi- 
articulate, well-publicized and the military thought it 
was an isolated incident. There were only two or three 
guys before me who had done that. The govemment 
really didn't have a scope of what was going to 
happen. Plus, it was well before the war began so 
that's how | was really lucky. But there are women now 
who have received three years, so | think itwas timing 
and other stuff. | feel especially empowered now 
because a woman can stand up in the face of 
authority. That took a lot for me. Even when | was 
heavy into punk rock and my hair was shaved and 
about 40 different shades, | didn't make any row and 
was Still polite to my grandparents and still had a job. 
This is really the first time | stood up for myself and 
really hada voice about something. It was frightening 
andatthe same time itwas empowering and now Igot 
self-confidence and self-respect. 

PE: Whereas, alot of people were trying to make you 
feel like shit for making that decision? 

SA: Yea, but | think if people could have an experi- 
ence like this at least once in their life where one day 
you wake up in the moming and all the sudden you 
have this overwhelming value clash where you have 
to make a really big decision. And | mean, not just 
whether you're going to get up and go to work in the 
morning, but something where you really have to act. 
| think that would be really good for people—it's a 
revealing experience. And now, | realize that even 
though it meanta lot of change anda lotof things are 
notas comfortable as they were, it's like | discovered 
the existential question: inaction versus action. You 
can either be inactive and just wait for things to 
happen, and that in itself is choice. Or you can stand 
up and take the reigns. You're taking a risk and you're 
taking controlof the situation andresponsibility. That's 
pretty empowering. It's like | was reading in this RE/ 
Search book about the guy from Psychic T.V., Gen- 
esis. He was like, "| look at my magick and I'm like, 
what is this magick shit?", and he's describing his 
magick as his resources he gathered to make things 
happen. | think everybody kind of has that, you just 
have to discover what your personal magick is, and 
what's going to make you feel happy and good about 
yourself, and make you feel alive and independent. If 
you really want to find out what's going on and what 
you're capable of, you really need to challenge your- 
self. 

PE: Did you apply to be Conscientous Objector? 
SA: | applied but didn't submit my application be- 
cause | was arrested and discharged before | submit- 
ted it. | was an other-than-honorable in lieu of a court 
martial. They discharged me for the convenience of 
the govemment. | was too much trouble to deal with. 
They were planning tocourt martial me, but they didn't 
follow through with it. 

PE: What would have happened if they had followed 
through with the court martial? 

SA: Well, the military have their own 
court and legal system and they would 
have called witnesses against me. It 
would have been just like a court of law 
and they would have charged me with 
desertion and missing troop movement 
and tried to prove that and then sentme 
to military jail. But they decided they 
didn't want to go through with it. 

PE: What was the worst they could 
have done? 

SA: Five years maximum on both 
charges. | would have been in a stock- 
ade in the army and probably would 
have to do shitwork It's super-rigorous, 
hyper-military lifestyle.

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Anarchism could be said to have reached its high point 
as a mass movement in Spain. The long struggle of the 
oppressed classes in Spain culminated in the revolution and 
civil warof 1936-39. This greatest and mostprofound outburst 
of anarchist revolutionary energy was to be crushed by 
fascism and virtually ignored by the outside world until recent 
years. A wealth of material in English now exists on the 
anarchist movement in Spain. Since so many aspects of the 
anarchist idea were put into practice in Spain we will use this 
experience to examine many practical considerations which 
anarchists would be forced to consider in a future revolution- 
ary situation. 


Anarchism found fertile soil in Spain. Late nineteenth 
century Spain was an industrializing society with essentially 
medieval social structures. The ruling elite was composed of 
thegentry, church andincreasingly the manufacturers. These 
groups lorded over masses of landless peasants, impover- 
ished workers, and small farmers. These lower classes were 
subject to the harshest repression at the slightest signs of 
revolt. Society was kept backwards and ignorant by a conser- 
vative.church which dominated education and social life. 


Anarchism first came to Spain in 1868 with the tour of 
Italian anarchist Guiseppi Fanelli, a comrade of Bakunin who 
. was trying to raise support for the newly formed International 
Workingmen's Association. Speaking to clubs of workers and 
intellectuals across Spain, often without the aid of an inter- 
preter, Fanelli appealed to the Spaniards with his impas- 
sioned speech and common sense. 


A Spanish chapter of the International was soon orga- 
nized and anarchist groups sprung up in the urban centers of 


^ 


Spain. Anarchism also spread into the rural districts where 
poverty and oppression were extreme. The average Spanish 
anarchist was a worker or peasant who was highly committed 
to “the idea. “ The movement placed strong emphasis on the 
dignity of labor and hard work, looking forward to a day when 
all work would be for the benefit of the community not the 
ruling class. Free time outside of work was devoted to union 
and organizational matters, propaganda and self-education. 
The Spanish anarchists abstained from tobacco and alcohol, 
living a simple and virtuous life devoted to creating the new 
society. 


The split between Marx and Bakunin in the International 
saw the Spanish branch siding with Bakunin. After the col- 
lapse of the International the Spanish section continued 
under a number of names coalescing into the CNT in 1910. 
During the late 1800's rural Spain was in constant turmoil. The 
1880's saw numerous anarchist peasant uprisings and ruth- 
less police oppression and torture. Villagers would organize 
and take up whatever arms they could lay hands on, often little 
more than clubs and scythes. They would prociaim the 
establishment of libertarian communism and seize the town 
hall, police station and manor. A brief period of celebration 
would be followed by a military assault in which little quarter 
was given. In the aftermath the prisons would be packed with 
anarchists from around the country, most of whom had 
nothing to do with the uprisings. They would be tortured and 
frequently executed for supposedly inspiring the revolts. This 
pattern was repeated throughout the late nineteenth and early 
twentieth century as social conditions in the Spanish country- 
side remained unbearable. 


In the 1890's the movement began to grow rapidly 
among the urban working class. The increasingly industrial- 
ized society saw the developmentofa radical form of anarcho- 
syndicalism which paralleledthat developing in France. Span- 
ish anarcho-syndicalism was to be marked by a high degree 
of workers solidarity. Strikes were frequent, bitter and often 
successful. Strikes were often conducted for political rather 
than economic means. The arrest of a well know militant 


would strike off a wave of strikes in numerous industries. 
Throughout its history the anarcho-syndicalist movement 
was to encounter great difficulty in dealing with the reformist 
socialist and purely *economic" labor unions. These competing 
tendencies were to rise and fall in importance as Spain moved 
through periods of repression and labor unrest. The anarchists’ 
intransigent revolutionary stance and refusal to compromise their 
principles often made them the targets of severe repression while 
other unions chose to co-operate with the govemment. This 
damaged the movement, but also made the anarchists more 
popular with the workers for their steadfastness. 


The 1890's also saw Spanish anarchists embrace “propa- 
ganda by the deed.” The anarchists conducted numerous attentats 
against high ranking government officials, royalty and the elite. 
These were followed by the typically brutal repression in which the 
movement lost many of its best activists to execution or imprison- 
ment for supposed connections to the acts. These actions failed to 
inspire the mass revolts they were intended to trigger and such 
tactics were abandoned. However, political violence was to remain 
a major feature in the Spanish anarchist movement with the rise of 
pistolerismo in the early twentieth century: 


Francisco Ferrer was an anarchist educator who made many 
advances in modernizing and secularizing education. His ideas 
spawned the “modern school movement” which spread around the 
worid. He felt that education had to reflect libertarian principles and 
not reinforce the ideology of the state. Along with his schools he 
printed affordable and easy to read books on anarchism, science 
and philosophy for the education of the average worker. Ferrer's 
innovations were viewed as dangerous to the state and its institu- 
tions of social control.

In 1909 the Spanish army was being hard pressed in its 
Moroccan colony and was forced to call up the reserves. Spain's 


_imperialist wars were unpopular with the working classes and the 


war triggered strikes and revolts across the country. The uprisings 
were quelled and the typical repression ensued. Ferrer was 
accused of fomenting the revolts and jailed. His trial was a sham 
with bribed “witnesses” and public condemnations by church and 
government officials. He was sentenced to death and executed 
with several other anarchists. There is a statue of him in Brussels 
to this day. 


In 1910 a conference of anarchists was called by Solidaridad 
Obrera to address the lack of a national anarchist organization in 
Spain. Asa result the National Confederation of Labor or CNT was 


formed, under the influence of French anarcho-syndicalism. Its - 


aim was to educate and organize the working people of Spain to 
take control of the means of production by revolutionary action and 
re-organize society for the benefit of all. While not always exclu- 
sively anarchist the CNT usually followed a syndicalist path and 
many of its influential members were anarchists, especially after 
the formation of the FAI. 


Most Spanish anarchists opposed the imperialist First World 
War, although some took the side of Kropotkin and supported the 
allies. The Spanish government remained neutral, selling supplies 


‘to both sides. Speculation led to price increases and the CNT 


organized strikes and protests against these andthe war. The CNT 
rose in popularity and soon had over a million members. In 1919, 
the great strike against /a Canadiense electric company ended with 
vidory for the workers and a demonstrated the power of an 
organized militant working class. 


As we have seen political violence had long been part of the 
Spanish anarchist movement. This escalated into a bloody under- 
ground war in the era of pistolerismo. During the war a ring of 
German spies in Barcelona used corrupt police officers and 
underworld thugs to harass businesses who sold supplies to the 
allies. The CNT paper Solidaridad Obrera exposed one of these 
police officers. As soon as the war ended he turned his network of 
hired guns on the workers movement. Soon death squads were 
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movement's most talented members escaped ex- E 






















gunning for anarchists in the pay of the 
industrialists, usually with tacit police 

backing. In response young anarchist 
militants took up arms and carried out 
retaliatory assassinations of government 
Officials, industrialists, and of course rival 
pistoleros. They also increasingly engaged in 
bank robbery and other acts of expropriation to 
fund the cause. This political violence came and 
went in cycles but remained a factor in the move- 
ment up to the outbreak of civil war. Many of the

In 1923 a group of generals led by Primo De Rivera took + 
power installing a dictatorship which was to last until 1931. A‘ 
general strike called by the CNT failed and the union was severely 
repressed. The movement was illegalized and forced underground. * 
Political activity was confined to secretive organizing and sporadic ‘%. 3 
acts of political violence. 


In 1927 the Anarchist Federation of Iberia or FAI was formed. 
This group would eventually serve as an anarchist core under the 
more syndicalist CNT umbrella. Its members were usually the most 
active and committed members of the movement. They helped push 
the CNT towards a more revolutionary anarchist approach. There 
were constant and acrimonious debates within the CNT between FAI 
militants and more moderate unionists over 
collaboration with other unions and leftist 
parties. The more militant faction stuck to a 
Staunch anarchist position against collabo- 
ration with any statist groups while the 
moderates counseled co-operation towards 
mutual goals. This debate was to be divi- 
sive and extremely important during the 
civil war.- 


With the fall of the dictatorship the 
CNT became legal again and was able to 
openly meet and organize. It quickly 
bounced back with over 800,000 members 
in 1932. However, the “enlightened” repub- 
lic was equally as afraid of the organized 
working class and a bitter struggle ensued 
over a strike at the national telephone com- 
pany. There were many street battles be- 
tween strikers and government paramili- 
tary forces such as the civil and assault 
guards. The state illegalized the union 
again. This wave of protest and repression 
turned many previously moderate workers. 
against the republic. The republic further 
revealed its true colors in the suppression 
of a series of FAI inspired risings in 1932- 
33. 


These risings broke out across Spain 
and generally followed the pattern of revolt 
and oppression outlined above. The most 
well known of these was the rising and 
subsequent massacre at Casas Viejas. It 
was Clear that the left would deal as sav- 
agely with any challenge to its power as the 
right. Indeed the liberal left would be even 
be more harsh to prove to conservatives 
that a “liberal” govemment was capable of 
maintaining the status quo by force. The controversy which followed 
the massacre at Casa Viejas revealed that the “shoot to kill” orders 
had come from the highest level of the government. This controversy 
helped bring down the goverment and forced new elections. 
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The CNT urged the working class to boycott the elections of 
1933 under the slogan “instead of elections, a social revolution.” A 
rightist coalition took power and a wave of CNT insurrections was 
quickly put down. The socialists, now out of power, became increas- 
ingly militant and the small Spanish Communist Party (CP) grew. 
These groups sought to ally with the CNT under the banner of the 
“popular front” which was advanced throughout Europe at the time. 
There was a great deal of controversy within the CNT over alliance 
with these groups. Generally the FAI sided against such an alliance 
while more moderate members called for “unity of proletarian broth- 
ers.” In the end the alliance was cemented between the CNT, the 
socialist UGT and other leftists groups. 


This alliance was to have tangible results in the Asturias, a mining region where the 
UGT and CNT had organized and radicalized the rank and file. Over a period of two weeks 
in October of 1934 some 40,000 miners rose in a dramatic general strike and uprising against 
the conservative regime. Originally part of a national general strike, which quickly petered 
out in the rest of the country, the rising was very successful inthe Asturias. The miners seized 
several towns and set up councils to provide essential services and manage the factories. 
The authoritarian socialists and communists rigidly administered the areas under their 
control. They refused to provide arms or cooperate with the anarchists to defend the area 
from the inevitable reaction. The politically reliable and ruthless Spanish Foreign Legion was 
brought from Morocco along with colonial troops. These smashed the “Asturian Commune” 
with savage brutality. Thousands of insurgent workers were killed, and tens of thousands 
imprisoned, beaten and tortured. The outcry over the use of Moroccan troops in Christian 
Spain and the severity of the repression forced the rightist coalition to collapse and provoked 
another election. 


The elections of February 1936 brought a leftist coalition to power on a popular front 
platform. With some 30,000 of the movement's most militant members in jail the anarchists 
chose to participate in the election. The anarchists were arguably the decisive bloc in the 
popular front victory. Forces on the right feared the new “red” government. Fascist youth 
gangs and pistoleros embarked on a campaign of murder and disruption in order to discredit 
the new regime. Leftist and anarchist pistolerosresponded and the cycle of political violence 
intensified dramatically. The government's promised land reforms proceeded slowly and 
intolerable conditions in the countryside spawned agrarian unrest. Thousands of hectares 
of land were seized from landowners by poor farmers. Much of this land had belonged 
communally to villages who had seen it progressively swindled from them by the landowners 
with the aid of the church and state. This unrest spread taking on revolutionary proportions 




































































in much of Spain. Spring also saw large scale labor unrest with the 
CNT and UGT calling frequent local and general strikes. Spain was 
bitterly polarized. While the popular front government floundered 
the disenfranchised were beginning to put revolutionary ideas into 
practice. The right found these conditions intolerable and the 
forces of reaction plotted a coup. 


The military, supported by the fascists, the church, the 
industrialists, landowners and other conservative elements of 
society, launched a rebellion against the popular front government 
+ on July 17, 1936. Garrisons rose against the government across 
à) Spain. General Franco brought the colonial army from Morocco in 
aircraft provided by Nazi Germany. The anarchists were in a 
quandary. The legal constitutional regime which they had helped 
elect, was beset by a reactionary fascist insurrection. Obviously 
both sides were statist, authoritarian and hostile to the anarchist 
social revolution. However, the right seemed to pose a far greater 
threat which was driven home by the severity of the “white terror” 
meted out in areas under rightist control. The former policy of unity 
with leftist “proletarian brothers” was to lead to increased collabo- 
ration with groups who were in fact the anarchists’ most dangerous 
enemies. 


The first weeks of the rising were chaotic, violent and 
uncertain. The government was slow to move against the rebels. 
The government, afraid of an armed working class, refused to 
answer the union's calls to give guns to the workers. Had they done 
So the revolt could probably have been put down immediately. 
While the administration tried to negotiate it was the action of the 
working class “people in arms” which stemmed the tide of revolt. In 
the areas where the working class was the most organized and 
militant, militias formed immediately to suppress the insurgent 
garrisons. Workers commandeered vehicles and whatever weap- 
ons they could and rushed into battle against rebel troops, police, 
and fascist militias. Some military and police units remained loyal 
to the government and helped provide arms to the workers. Both 
sides thought the rising would last only a few weeks. Instead the 
deep rooted divisions in the country resulted in a bloody civil war 
which was to last until 1939. Within a few weeks reality set in and 
#4 Spain was divided into regions under insurgent or “Nationalist” and 
$ loyalist or “Republican” control. 


A blow by blow account of the civil war is beyond the scope 
of this short history. Instead some general themes will be covered 
with illustrative examples where relevant. 


The world's governments quickly revealed that they were 
more afraid of a revolutionary threat to their power than a victory for 
fascism in Spain. They closed ranks in a policy of “non-interven- 
tion” which was ludicrously transparent. From the very beginning 
Fascist Italy and Nazi Germany were to pour massive amounts of 
money, weapons, and “volunteers” into Spain to aid their fascist 
clients. Spain became a proving ground for the latest weapons and 
military techniques which they were to put to good use when World 
War ll erupted three years later. The capitalist “democratic” powers 
“= condemned the rebellion but were clearly more afraid of the 
; example that would be set by a successful social revolution 
coupled with a victory of armed workers over the forces of reaction. 
They failed to force Italy or Germany to comply withthe “gentlemen's 
agreement” of non-intervention. Throughout the war American, 
British and other corporations such as Texaco and ITT were to 
provide the Nationalists with oil, communications equipment and 
other war materials on credit. 


D^. Theonly real helpafforded the Republicans was from Mexico 
ý which provided food, money and arms. Communist Russia initially 
£, supplied weapons and “volunteers” to test them against the latest 
i; fascist techniques. This aid was to do much more harm than good 
as it resulted in the growth in importance, and eventual seizure of 
power, by the hitherto unimportant Spanish Communist Party. 
Acquisition of Soviet supplied weapons was determined by loyalty 
to the party rather than necessity. Eventually Stalin, fearful of a 
wae *”., Second communist state to challenge the socialist ideal promoted 
E EN. by his USSR, withdrew support and ensured Nationalist victory. 


Z The social revolution which was already underway was 
3 rapidly accelerated. The CNT and FAI leapt into action forming 
Æ militias and converting factories to production of arms. The 
E. anarchists in the Republican areas seized control of the land and 
‘=’ factories. Long suppressed anger boiled over in both country and 
city. The despised class enemies such as landowners and priests 
& were run out of town or killed. Property and tax records were looted 
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F^ from town halls and burned. In the cities the factories were placed 

| under workers’ control, and vengeance was taken on class en- 

i; emies. Concrete steps were taken towards the implementation of 

libertarian communism. In the rural areas communes were estab- 

; lished in which land was held in common tenure and private 

| Í Æ property abolished. Society was to be governed by traditional 

MERE Peasant practices of mutual aid “from each according to his ability 

to each according to his need.” Factories were taken over by 

councils of workers and the task of running industry was assumed by the unions. In the 

liberated areas efforts were taken to implement anarchist social and economic ideas on 

every level. Women and young people increasingly challenged the patriarchal views of 

many anarchists who fought for revolution in the streets but were traditional in age and 

gender relations at home. Indeed, women and youth in groups such as Mujeres Libresand 

_ Libertarian Youth were to be some of the most radical and steadfast in advancing 
-revolutionary anarchism. 


The civil war was marked by brutality resulting from the intensity of divisions and 

hatred in the polarized nation. However, historians concur that the Nationalist “white terror” 

... wasfar greater than the Republican “red terror” including that conducted by the Stalinists 

_ towards the end of the war. Nationalist troops and fascist militias used terror as a weapon 

fo instill fear and prevent survival of any revolutionary threat. Upon seizing a town they 

would massacre anyone suspected of Republican sympathies. Bombing and artillery were 

used as terror weapons on civilian populations in incidents such as the infamous Guemica 

raid. Nationalist troops systematically raped women leaving behind the slogan “you will 
give birth to fascists” on the walls of conquered towns. 


. The drama of the civil war inspired workers and intellectuals from around the world 
to journey to Spain and serve as volunteers in the fight against fascism. Eventually these 
volunteers were organized into national units many of which fought with distinction. 
Although most volunteer battalions were organized by various communist parties, some 
anarchists went to fight in Spain, and other volunteers appalled by the actions of the 
Spanish CP joined either the anarchists or the anti-Stalinist Party of Marxist Unification 
(POUM.) Campaigns were begun to collect money and to supply aid to the Republic. Well 

_ known anarchists such as Emma Goldman traveled to Spain to boost morale and raise 


intemational support. 


While the Nationalists were able to overcome divisions within 
their camp to prosecute the war the anti-fascist forces spent almost 
as much time fighting amongst themselves as against the Nation- 
alists. Initially the anarchists organized into militia “columns” com- 
posed of volunteers and administered democratically. In theory 
officers were elected and decisions reached democratically. How- 
ever, in the heat of battle military necessity often overcame 
libertarian principles. These columns faced severe shortages of 
supplies and weapons. As the Nationalists acquired more ad- 
vanced hardware from Italy and Germany the anarchists found 
themselves going into battle with obsolete rifles and hunting guns. 
Ammunition was scarce and support weapons such as artillery and 
machine guns rare. Worker controlled factories manufactured 
rifles, grenades and munitions. They also turned out an impressive 
array of improvised armored cars and military transports. 


The communists, under orders from Moscow, embarked on 
a policy of infiltrating the Republican military and political command 
structure. Soviet supplied weapons were tightly controlled by the 
communists in the army and government. The anarchists, hard 
pressed at the front, were eventually forced to submit to a process 
of “militarization” and collaboration with the state they despised. 
This was vehemently opposed by many rank and file anarchists. 
Members of the CNT even took up posts in the Republican 
government. The anarchist militias were absorbed into the repub- 
lican army and subjected to authoritarian discipline and control. 
The communists were very concerned with the anarchist's ex- 
ample of the feasibility of anarchist revolution. Instead of disorder 
and chaos anarchist areas were peaceable and people's needs 
were met. Worker controlled factories were producing the hi-tech 
weapons of war with no supervision from the "authorities." Rather 
than defeating the Nationalists the communists made consolida- 
tion of their own power the number one objective, and the anar- 
chists and non-Stalinist Marxists were the main obstacle as rivals 
for the hearts and minds of the workers. 


Within the army communist controlled units got the best 
weapons and Soviet advisors. They were used primarily in areas 
of the front where they faced little resistance. In contrast the 
anarchists and the international brigades were poorly supplied and 
sent on suicidal missions against superior Nationalist forces. No 
amount of heroism could make up for the disparity in arms. In the 
bitter battle for Madrid anarchists went into battle unarmed hoping 
to pick up a rifle from a fallen comrade. Against this the Nationalists 
fielded a professional army augmented by fascist militias and tens 
of thousands of Germans and Italians all supplied with state of the 
art weapons. The communist's authoritarian fixation with order and 
control resulted in the arrest and intemment of hundreds of anar- 
chists and non-Stalinist Marxists. Thus, when every available 
person was needed at the front thousands languished in commu- 
nist gulags. 


The tension between the two visions of revolution came to a 


head in May of 1937, when the communists decided to move 


against the anarchists in Barcelona. The communist police at- 
temptedto storm the CNT controlled telephone exchange. Fighting 
spread throughout the city and barricades were erected around the 
anarchist controlled areas. The collaborationist members of the 
CNT showed how far they had betrayed their principles by calling 
for "unity" and "cease fire" over CNT radio. The rank and file of the 
CNT, FAI, POUM and other workers fighting the communists in 
Streets were confused by the contradictory messages. The com- 
munists took advantage of this confusion to recall cracktroops from 
the front. The anarchists were duped by an appeal for “antifascist 
unity” and stood down as troops entered the city presumably to 
preserve order. Anarchists still holed up in fortified positions were 
promised amnesty if the surrendered. Many did, only to be ex- 
ecuted or shipped off to a gulag. Those who resisted were ruth- 
lessly eliminated. Thousands of anarchists held in the secret 
prisons of the communist GPU (a Spanish copy of the Stalinist 
NKVD) were tortured and executed. The anarchists had been 
forced out of military necessity and an overwhelming antifascist 
moral obligation to ally themselves with the “lesser” of.two evils. 
The state, be it communist controlled or otherwise, was clearly 
more interested in defeating the revolution than winning the war. 
This coupled with the lack of foreign support was to spell defeat for 
the forces fighting the Nationalists. 


The communist's ability to manipulate bureaucracies and 
pack them with party members put them in positions of authority 
over the reluctantly militarized anarchists, who along with socialists 
and republicans formed the vast majority of the war effort's rank 
and file. By 1938, the Republican army was suffering from defeat 
and demoralization. The communists had gained near complete 
control over the military and there was considerable discontent at 
the special treatment afforded communist controlled units. The 
harsh discipline of the communists resulted in summary executions 
for minor offenses, these falling inordinately on anarchists. Regular 
supply services were never fully instituted and the soldiers at the 
front often wore the civilian clothes they had marched to war 
wearing in July of 1936. These factors coupled with the increasing 
economic hardships, and political repression dealt a serious blow 
to morale. 


Likewise, in essential services such as transport control were 
in the hands of communist appointees despite the fact that the 
majority of the workers in the industry were anarchists. When 
anarchist controlled factories proposed manufacturing Soviet de- 
signed fighter planes in Spain, the communists refused. They 
feared the example of worker controlled factories tuming out such 
a complex weapon with no authoritarian control. As a result the 
Republican air force was shot out of the air by the German Condor 
Legion faster than new planes could be shipped from the USSR. 
This left the Republican armies with no air cover, further destabi- 


" lizing morale. 


The war tumed against the Republicans as the. rapidly 
promoted party loyalists turned out to be poor commanders who 
owed their positions to ladder climbing social skills rather than any 
sort of schooling in the art of war. The high command made

numerous blunders any number of which would have been fatal if not 
for the bravery of the Spanish workers in arms who fought desperately 
against all odds cursing the ineptitude of their superiors. By 1938 
Stalin began to fear the influence of the now powerful Spanish CP as 
a rival for leadership of international communism. Stalin was entering 
on a policy of appeasement which was to culminate in the Nazi-Soviet 
Non-Aggression Pact of 1939. Hence, support of the Spanish republic 
in the “struggle of the popular front against fascism” became a political 
liability. Soviet supplies slowed to a trickle and the advisors returned 
to the USSR with the Republic's gold reserves for “safe keeping.” 
Without any supplies of modem weapons and supplies the Republi- 
cans had little chance of hanging on. All that could be hoped for was 
the outbreak of war in Europe and help from the capitalist powers. 


The Nationalist's final offensive was launched in December of 
1938. The Nationalists reaped success on the battlefield and diplo- 
matic recognition of the Franco government by the capitalist powers. 
As the noose tightened many in the Republican camp called for a 
cease fire and negotiated surrender to end the bloodshed. The 
communists insisted on resistance to the end, while preparing funds 
and aircraft to flee the country. Finally a group of moderate Republican 
officers with support from socialists and some anarchists staged a 
coup which ousted the communists from control of the government. 
This coalition tried in vain to negotiate an *honorable peace" with 
Franco while a second civil war raged between communists and their 
foes behind the lines. Meanwhile at the front many units fought on but 
some began to surrender or dissolve. By the end of March the 
Nationalists took control of all of Spain. 


In the final hours many anarchists choose to fight to the death or 
commit suicide rather than surrender. Thousands escaped across the 
border into France where they were interned in disease ridden camps 
where thousands died. When the Nazi's occupied France these 
refugees were forced into labor projects by the Vichy regime. Some 
escaped to join the French resistance and eventually many served in 
the Free French army after liberation. The fate of those in Spain was 
grim. Thousands were killed in the final Nationalist advance. The 
Francoist state was ruthless and determined in its attempt to destroy 
the workers movement. Some 2 million people were imprisoned and 
200,000 executed after the civil war. Of these a large portion were 
anarchists, upon whom the repression fell heaviest. 


Nonetheless,.the movement survived. Militant veterans of pre- 
war political violence and three years of civil war took to the hills and 
waged a guerrilla struggle until the early 1950's. Exiles continued to 
organize support for prisoners and the underground movement, 
especially after the liberation of France. With the death of Franco and 
the “thaw” in Spanish political life the late 1970's the CNT and FAI were 
able to re-emerge and resume the work started a century earlier. The 


anarchist movement in Spain which reached such peaks and depths | 


has stood the test of time and survived to remain a relevant political 
force into the 1990's. 


The two main mistakes the anarchists seem to have made in the 
Spanish Civil War were reliance on conventional military methods and 
collaboration with the communist dominated state. With the benefit of 
hindsight many students of the war and revolution argue that a policy 
of revolutionary guerrilla war could have assured victory for both the 
revolution and the fight against fascism. The one overbearing mistake 
seems to be collaboration with the communists who manipulated the 
workers movement to gain power then deserted it in the final hours. (It 
should be noted that Stalin in his distrust of all foreign influences had 
most of those who had served as advisors in Spain and the Spanish 
CP exiles in Russia executed or sent to Siberia.) Many blame the 
collaboration with the government on a process of bureaucratization 
within the CNT before the war and the failure to realize the dangers of 
the popular front after the Asturian rising. Clearly members of the CNT 
leadership were more than willing to function in a bureaucratic fashion 
and join the government as ministers and functionaries to the dismay 
of the rank and file. This has been used as a weapon in the argument 
against organization. However, a counter argument can be made that 
the movement would never have become strong enough to warrant 
cabinet level representation without fifty years of organization. 


The author urges anyone interested in anarchism to study the 
Spanish revolution and civil war to gain a broader understanding of 
how we can put our ideas into practice and problems which we might 
encounter. The study of history should lead us to a more total 
understanding of our own era so that we do not repeat past mistakes.

Geo: ...and l'm single. (laughter) 

Joe: l'm Joe and l'm a cook in a really shitty restaurant. 
In my spare time | watch foreign movies and hang out 
with my dog. 

Geo: My name's Geoffrey, | play four strings and I sling 
beers. In my spare time | do a lot of researching for 
distribution of records, | do band shit, | listen to lots of 
music, and read when at all possible. Oh, and | can’t 
forget my dogs. | love my dogs. 

Tell us something about Project A-Bomb records. 
Geo: Jonestown started as a five-piece, and all of us 
and the guitar player who's no longer with us decided to 
start a label to release our own stuff on. As a result of 
that, we've put out our own stuff, in a limited capacity. 
Because of financial stuff, we've released one of our 
own singles and released two other singles with other 
bands. Our LP just came out and financially we just 
couldn't afford to put it out by ourselves in all the 


available formats, so we worked with TCI and they 


funded a lot of the project. Idealistically, we would have 
loved to have done it ourselves, but realistically there 


-was just no fucking way we could afford to do it our- 


selves financially. 





Dan: Originally, we started the label because we didn't 
want to deal with the bullshit of making demos, sending 
them out, calling places, the whole fucking game. We 
didn't want to deal with it at all. | started talking with Dog 
Faced Hermans and asked them why they didn't have 
aU.S. deal and they said they were waiting for someone 
they knew and trusted who could do it and that’s how we 
got involved with them, and that's kind of what Project 
A-Bomb is like. It's not really a popular label. As much 
as we don't like to send out demos to labels we don't 
want people to send us demos, because it's not really 
a "proper label." 

Eric: It's like a distribution network set up for bands who 
we want to do projects with. If they can finance it we'll 
put it out and they get all the profits. 

As a band who's done Ít both ways, the do-it- 
yourself way and working with businesses like a 
booking agency for one of your tours, what’s attrac- 
tive to you about the DIY method, because you're 
obviously still dedicated to it? 

Geo: You have no one to blame but yourself for fuck- 
ups. You're responsible for yourself. Yousave money, 
if it's a monetary issue. You also save pride by working 
on a person-to-person level, whether it’s with promot- 
ers, distributors; etc. as opposed to going through a 
voyeur who acts as a mediator. 

Joe: We're also not in it for the money. We just want to 
play. 

Geo: Right, but booking agencies will screw you over 
for money. 

Joe: Yeah. We'll play more shows for more money by 
doing it ourselves. 

That's funny because most people say it's the other 
way around. 

Dan: We booked our first two tours ourselves. The first 
one went really well and we only had two singles out 
then. We managed to break even. We had a booking 
agency book the third tour and it was okay but there 
were a lot of problems. We're booking this tour by 
ourselves. Asfar asthe money thing goes, we're not in 
to make money but at the same time we're not out to get 


‘screwed from what we've worked for. It’s all such paltry 


amounts anyhow, but we don’t need to give some bozo 
$200 off the top to book the tour and then 15% from each 
show and then the phone bill and whatever else booking 
agencies charge you for. We don't need to do that, just 


as we don't need Joe Indie Label Mantoputourrecords : | 


out for us. 

Eric: The main thing about DIY is that it’s totally do-able. 
if you can do it, why involve all these people like booking 
agents? What do booking agents do? They just make 
a couple of phone calls. You don't need that, just like 


you don't need a sugar daddy to put out your records 


and give you anything for it. 
So basically they're just parasites. 
Eric: Basically they are. 


Dan: But that's also due to people who call themselves 


musicians who are full of apathy when it comes to doing 
something else besides coming up with a "great new 
tune" they've written, or they're just lazy and they don't 
want to deal with it. | think mostly it's just laziness and 
apathy, — 

Geo: We've done stuff both ways. We've put out 
singles on indie labels, C/Z and Sympathy, and basi- 
cally we got what we wanted out of those deals. The 
people were fair and up front. There are good people 
who are putting out records, it just depends on how far 
you're going to go with it. There are good business 
people who want to do business fairly, but for every one. 
of those there are ten sharks. . . With booking agencies, 
it's the same old fucking story, no matter how nice they 
are personally, politically, etc., they're representing five 
to twenty bands, and how the hell is anyone going to 
represent every band's interests equally? It's just nota 
realistic approach to doing business. You're conning 
these people into thinking you're doing them a favor. 
Most people don't really lump Jonestown with the 
"hardcore" genre, but you all seem pretty comfort- 
able playing those kinds of shows, hanging out with 
those kinds of people, etc. What's appealing to you 
about the DIY punk scene? 

Dan: The first show | ever saw was REO Speedwagon 
and | thought that was pretty cool, but about six months 
later | saw Flipper and Naked Raygun and | about shit 
my pants. | started out going to punk shows, all-ages 
shows. After a while | started seeing more indie, noise- 
related stuff at bars, and I think after this past tour as far 
as Jonestown's concerned, we're making a definite 
effort to play more al-ages shows, the main reason 
being is there's a lot more fucking energy. . . 

Geo: There's also a lot more sense of community and 
involvement. 

That's unusual cos most bands, after they've 


reached a certain point of "maturity," go onto the21 . 


and over shows, and you're making a deliberate 
attempt to go back to the all-ages shows, which | 
think Is cool. 

Dan: This sounds totally corny, but these are our roots, 
and so it's logical. Plus, it’s proven to be a jillion times 
more fun and a jillion times less jaded. 

Do you try to find a balance? Obviously you're not 
going to ignore the bars but you're definitely not 
going to ignore the all-ages crowd, either. 

Dan: | don't know about it being impossible, but it's 
really difficult for us to book an entire tour and solely do 
all-ages shows. Like you said, we're not lumped intothe 
hardcore genre so nobody knows us from that, and at 


the same time there's all that indie-rock bullshit, so we - 


take as many all-ages shows as we can get. If we can't, 
we'll do a bar show. 

What's the tornado tie-in to Jonestown’s music, 
lyrics, etc? 

Dan: The tie-in with tornadoes i is from one song on the 
record, “Giant Sleeve.” | lived in Kansas for eight years 
when | was a kid and we had tornadoes all the time. It 
was really great because we'd get out of school or if we 
didn't get out of school we got out of lass and got to fuck 





around inthe basement or gym. Tomado time was time 
to fuck around and have a good time and not deal with 
school, and | really liked that. | was also really awed by 
the uncertainty-of whether or not your house was going 
tobe totally destroyed. | saw one tornado a block or two 
from my house in Kansas City, and as a kid | looked at 
it going, "Holy shit this is Wizard of Oz,” and at the same 
time you realize, “This could be the end.” 

So it has to do with something that’s “greater than 
you." 


‘Dan: Yeah, yeah. One of the few things humans have 


no control over is natural disasters, and | think natural 
disasters are one of the most awesome things in the 
whole world. The loss of life is terrible but at the same 
time it's about time that this planet and the things that 
make up this planet get their kick in and try to equalize 
what's going with this planet and our destruction of it. 

Some bands' lyrics are pretty vague while others 
like Discharge are pretty straightforward — War Is 
Naughty, etc. Jonestown’s lyrics, atleast to me, are 
pretty vague but in an interesting way. What's 
appealing about your approach, especially since 
you're pretty direct and active about your polítics? 
Dan: There's a woman who saw us this summer here 
and in New York and she's really politically active, and 


she said one of the things she likes about Jonestown is 


that we're not ham-handed about our lyrics, pounding 
you over the head and saying, "Destroy the govern- 
ment!", "Kill your boss!" For some people those things 
are So obvious, for some people they seem really 
strange and bizarre. These things can be said in more 
interesting and subtle ways, yet not so subtle that 
someone might think I'm singing about daffodils and 
green blades of grass. Consciously, | guess | do try not 
to be ham-handed about anything political because it's 
something that means a lot to me and something that 
I'm active in, but at the same time | don't think it's 
something | need to shove down anyone's throat. 
There's also a downside to that approach. When! 
read lyrics that are obscure to me, if it doesn't 
punch me In the nose the first time | read them | 
don’t usually bother... What's the story about your 
IRA grandfather in "Backbite?" 

Dan: That's my great-grandfather, who was in the IRA 
around the time of the Easter Rebellion and the general 
uprisings around 1917. There were two groups in 
Ireland that were more or less fighting for the same 
thing. The two groups split because one wanted to 
make a treaty with England and grab themselves some 
home rule which still wouldn't be total separation from 
England and there was another group in the IRA that

said we're going to get Ulster, we're going to get - 


everything, and we're not going to sign the treaty. My 
great-grandfather was part of that group and he some- 
how got himself into hot water and his life was threat- 
ened, so as the lyrics said he was smuggled out of 
Ireland in a priest's costume. My grandfather went with 
him, he was 12 or 13 at the time. They grew up as Irish 
immigrants here at a time when being an immigrant 
from Ireland was like being a Hmong or a Mexican now. 
Definitely looked down upon, definitely trod upon, defi- 
nitely shit on. My grandfather is one of the semi- 
success stories of capitalism who worked himself up 
from that background and beyond all the bigotry. He 
worked himself up in the telephone company in Chicago 
and he was a very powerful union leader but at the same 
time he was just a straight-out racist and bigot. So, on 
the one hand | really admire my grandfather for what he 
had to go through and what he did, but at the same time 
to this day | have to deal with this bullshit and the way 
hethinks. The songis not about the IRA at all, it's about 
immigrants who come into this country and work them- 
selves up to a certain level and now they look at 
incoming irhmigrants or blacks and shit on them. 
What about “Hey Malcolm?” Is that Malcolm Forbes? 
Dan: Yeah, that’s about philanthropy and all the bullshit 
that surrounds it. People say, “Oh this is a kind 
millionaire because he’s setting up this foundation or 
he's sending twenty kids to college." If that millionaire 
was in any way a real person, he would send a million 
kids to college, he would disown his fortune and give his 
money where it's needed and not just throw around 
pennies. Malcolm Forbes said, "He who dies with the 
most toys wins." Fuck that. 

Eric: l'd be willing to bet that Malcolm Forbes never 


. gave more tocharity than he could write off on his taxes. 
. How do you work out band politics? You're going 


on your fourth tour, you've put outa lot of vinyl and 
you're still together and can still sit together at the 


same table. That's pretty impressive for a lot of 


bands. 

Dan: Well, there was a fifth member who more or less 
was the cause of a lot of intemal strife. Since that 
person left things have been much easier. There's still 
problems with personalities on tour. 

Joe: It's nothing we can't get over. 

Eric: It's not that big a deal. 

Dan: | think the thing that helps the most is that since 
the other guitarist left, musically and lyrically what we do 
now we feel a lot more natural and confident with. 
How long have you been working with integrating 
different musical instruments into your music; the 
trombone, the crazy harmonica shit, etc.? 

Dan: The trombone part came out of the other guitarist 
trying to play saxophone. He was really bad but he 
insisted on it. Out of fear of conflict and the band 
breaking up we let him do his thing, and it just sucked. 
Once he was out of the band, Joe was like, “Well, | play 
the trombone a little bit.” 

Joe: | played coronet for a year in the school band. 
Eric: It's also just part of the way we do things. We get 
restless and frustrated with the limitations of the bass- 
guitar-drums-vocals format and it makes it much more 
fun to experiment with other things. 

Geo: We do acoustic sets. It’s really open. There’s so 


- much more music that can be music without following 


any rules. 
Is that what the acoustic thing came out of, an 
attempt to break out of the same old styles? 

Eric: | think the first time we ever attempted it. Or v 
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going to attempt it was when we were opening for the — 


Sun City Girls, and we didn't want to do our normal 
“rock” set before that band. Doing a rock set before the 
Sun City Girls makes one look pretty stupid. Wo didn? 
end up doing itforthe Sun City Girls gig. We w 
but we didn't get our shit together, so we played o our o 
set and looked stupid. But afterwards we started getting 
our shit together and working on it. | think a lot of it too 
is the bands we like to listen to fuck around with their 
music, like Sun City Girls or The Ex or any number of 
bands. 
Dan: As far as acoustic music is concerned, it has been 
much-aligned — and for very good reasons — because 
of allthe fucking lame-ass folk artists and even the "anti- 
folk" artists in New York City. But when you come right 
down to it, punk rock has only been around a few 
decades and folk musicis, it's the original punk rock, it’s 
the original protest music. It's the original "Fuck you" - 
bang a drum - “Fuck you” -bang a drum - “I’m not gonna 
dig your hole." For hundreds and hundreds of years it 
been the music to tell someone to fuck off to, especially 
the powers that be. There are certain roots of folk that 
are totally valid, even though many people have strung 
them into boringness. That’s why we want to play 
acoustic music. We think we can play acoustic music 
that moves and that can be not pretty and can have 
rhythm and power and angry lyrics and emotion. 

With our acoustic stuff, the covers we do are folk 
songs that definitely say "fuck you." We do a song 
called "Sam Hall" that's about an unrepentant murderer 
who is a chimney sweep saying, “They say | murdered 
this guy, | didn't do,it, | don't care, fuck you. They're 
going to hang me and.there's nothing | can do.” It’s a 
great song and it's not a sleepy dreamy strummy 
strummy thing, either. | love that shit. 

Have you ever thought about taking your acoustic 
set outin the streets spontaneously? When you do 
electric stuff you have to deal with amps and PA’s 
and clubs, whereas if you have an acoustic set you 
don’t have to deal with that, with booking shows, 
with promoters. It’s the ultimate way to do it your- 
self. Have you ever thought about doing that? 
Geo: Definitely. 

Dan: Originally, | thought the greatest asset to our 
having an acoustic set is that if we're on tour and we're 
low on cashand we have a tour, we can busk for money. 
We haven't done that yet because we haven't had to, 
but we canif we wantto. Onthe last tour in Kalamazoo, 
Joe and | played banjo and guitar in a parking lot. 
Geo: It's somethingthat we can and will do inthe future. 
Anything you want to conclude with? 

Dan: If you havent seen us live come and do cos it's the 
shit. We haven't recorded anything that approaches the 
live thing. 





Thank you Joe, Geo, Dan, and Eric. If you haven't 

seen Jonestown live, definitely check them out next

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S: Well, the cover drawing on the coming LP has a 
load of these world leaders, business types, priests, 
judges and all the other scum on this world and there 
is this Nd with a huge gun and he's aboutto blow them 
away and all it says on the top is “One By One.”

PE: Following up on what you have just said, do 
you want to consciously get away from the tradi- 
tional British punk image, with your name and 
everything else? 

S: Well, | think you should fight bullshit in whatever 
spectrum or scene - or whatever you want to call it - 
you are in. | think the bubblegum punks are less of a 
problem now as compared to a few years back, but 
they are still more of a hindrance than a help in what 
we want to achieve. In every movement there are

ARM YOUR DESIRES 


Although not very well known in the States, this band 
has been making a name for themselves in the UK in 
the past few months. Picking up where Generic and 
Pleasant Valley Children left off, they are trying to 
bring a fresh, energetic spirit back into the somewhat 
stale UK HC scene. This particular conversation was 
held in Berlin during the Oi Pollo/One By One Euro- 
pean tour by Y@hoo. 


PE: Let’s start off with a question about thename. 
| think it’s pretty unusual for a British band: it 
sounds morelikean American straight edge type 
thing. You obviously have a lot more to say than 
bands in that genre, so it makes me wonder 
whether you just picked the name out of the blue. 
S: | did want to have a name with a strong meaning 
and everything, but since we had already done so 
many gigs without a name, we were running short on 
timeandhadto make a choice. It's actually taken from 
a song title by the American band Flipper and they're 
not straight edge atall. Their song basically deals with 
the erosion of different aspects of society, so | guess 
there is a philosophical meaning even though the 
name might sound really generic and meaningless. 
PE: Does that concept have anything to do ee 
the goals of the band?

M: We've seen a lot of trends come and go and so 


«.. many people will just follow whatever is trendy at the 


time. | think we are somewhat older than most people 
who are around now, so we have noticed that these 
trends tend to come and go in cycles. At one time it 
was Crass and all those types of bands, then it was 


' metal and now it's American hardcore. | hope that 


Americans won'tbe doing the same mistakes as what 
has happened here. 

S: As far as | understand, there are a lot of people in 
the states now who are totally into bands like Amebix 
and Antisect. | am not saying that is wrong, | am 
aware that many mean well and are sincere, but | just 
hope that people are into it for the attitude and the 
message and not because it's the latest trend. 

PE: You seem to ironically have quite a lot of 
influence from American hardcore, at least more 
than most British bands. 

M: Well, | don't want to put anybody down, but I feel 
that some British bands don't try to do anything 
different, instead they seem to want to appeal to the 
lowest common denominator. | just wish bands from 
the UK would experiment more and branch out 


‘musically and not necessarily do what everyone 


expects them to. There are tons of Discharge type 
bands and unimaginative crustcore bands around 
and | would just like to see more people using their 
imagination. 

PE: But isn’t American Hardcore getting more 
and more popular in the UK right now? 

S: Well, | think about 5 years ago when the first 
American bands were touring in Europe and coming 
to the UK, it was really popular but in the last years it 
had been Jeally overdone to the effect that people 
would only go to a gig if an American band played. | 
thinkithas gotten really saturated now andis notreally 
as significant as it used to be. That “scene” is getting 
smaller. 

M: | would say that it is also getting diluted because 
there are so many mediocre-bands from America 


touring in Europe now, while acouple ofyearsago you 
could expect an American band that came to the UK 
to be a really worthwhile band. It's easy to tour Europe 
if you are an American band and there has been alot 
of unimaginative, boring stuff coming our way lately. 
In addition, America is a much richer country than the 
UK, so American bands can afford to tour on another 
continent while UK bands are just too poor to do that. 
There are some bands who tour with specific adver- 
tisements that say that they are from the US, so 
people will come and apparently that is what gets 
certain people to come. | wish there wouldn't be so 
many people just into the consumerist aspect of it. 
PE: Speaking of consumerism, the one thing that 
stuck in my mind about Generic, the band that 
both of you used to play in, was a record slogan 
that sald, "If you are going to waste a piece of 
plastic the least you can do is say something 
worthwhile." Do you think your 7" has enough 
meaning to make the waste worthwhile? 
S: Well, obviously it's'not a record thatwill change the 
world or anything, but it certainly matters a lot to us. 
M: | think there were some lyrical themes on that 
record which most bands would probably rather 
avoid, like how society exerts control over people’s 
identities by putting them into mental institutions and 
changing their personalities and basically fucking 
them over for life. One song on the 7" specifically 
covers how homosexuality is dealt with in that way 
and | don'tthink that too many bands would talk about 
a subject like that. 

S: Homophobia is a pretty new word in the scene. 
Everybody wouldalwaysgo on aboutracism, sexism, 
animal rights and so on, but homophobia seemed to 
be something that was never really talked about or 
dealt with. There have always been bands—and not 
only punk bands-singing about how war is bad and 
that is really accepted but there are other themes. 
PE: Do you make it a point to go beyond those 
stereotypicalpunklyrics aboutwar, animal rights, 
cops,etc.? 

M: | would never do an outright anti-war song. It’s not 
that | am against bands who do that, although | do 
hope that all of them are sincere about it and not just 
writing those type of lyrics because it's a punk thing to 
do. | wouldrather try to find a new angle on the subject 
to make it more interesting and less cliche. | hope we 
don't sound arrogant but we are pretty old by now and 
getting slightly bored with how certain subjects are 
dealt with. Itjust seems so one dimensional at times, 

| would like to go beyond that. 

S: We arenot putting down younger bands who prefer 
to do simpler lyrics. | think for us, it is a matter of 
progression without losing our ideals. | actually think 
thereis nothingwrong with some of these simplertype 
lyrics. 

PE:So whatare your personal reasons for spend- 
ing time and money on being in the band? 

S: Well, | think we have to admit that we do like the 
musical side of it, making records, playing gigs andall 
that, but | guess it's also an important aspect that we 
are supporting the DIY scene and not just using itas 


CE 
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PE: Would you agree that the DIY aspectis really 
the most important part of punk and sets it apart 
fromothermusicalstyles, like metalor whatever? 
S: Yeah, there are metal bands who have good lyrics © 
but they personally don't say much to me because 
most of those bands are on major labels which are 
owned by multi-national corporations. It does make 
anti-war sentiments in the songs seem a bit silly, but 
| guess bands like Metallica are coming across to 
some people on a political level although | am very 
suspicious because it seems to get lost in the impor- 
tance of the music itself. 

M: Coming back to why we are i in the band: as far as 
| am concerned, itis just the logical progression from 
what | didin Generic. Itis perhaps more articulate and 
better done. We are singing about different subjects 
like homophobia instead of the direct political themes 
we did on the Generic "For a Free and Liberated 
South Africa" 7". Our ideas haven't changed but we 
are looking at them from another angle. 

A: | think thematically we are definitely not 
bandwagoning. We don't take the direct political 
approach of most bands. The 7" doesn't cover any 
trendy subjects; those themes are very personal and 
very intense. Just because we are not sloganeering 
doesn't mean that it's any less political. All the mem- 
bers are intensely political individuals. Through the 
more personal angle we make people feel a bit less 
safe. | wasn'tin Generic but | bought their 7" andina 
sense it was politically correct to agree with it, espe- 
cially because it was about a far away place and it 
didn't directly concem you. 

M: | got a lot of shit from punks because of the 
comments | made on the Generic/Electro Hippies 
split 12"aboutmacho dancing andexcessive drinking 
at gigs. That was a subject that personally touched a 
lot of people, it was a challenge to their accepted way 
of thinking. With One By One, | want to combine the 
personally challenging things from the split 12" with 
the politics of the first Generic 7". 

S: Unfortunately, it seems like at the moment there is 
a definite separation going on with bands who are 
covering political subjects with very few personal 
involvement and then you have bands who only do 
personal stuff about their friends stabbing them in the 
back and stufflike that. Itshouldbe combined to make 
it more challenging for everybody. 

A: Anything thatyoudoin yourlife is political. Personal 
and political things are indivisibly connected. You 
can't just be political and not personal or other way 
around.

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Nowhere else is fanzine culture given a subver- 
sive legitimacy than in the pages of the dozens of 
queer, punk-oriented fanzines that have popped- 
up over the last few years. Circle-jerking the 
attitude of punk, the frustrations and humor of a 
queer existence and the do-it-yourself spirit of the 
fanzine world, these rags have given a breath of 
fresh air to this country’s multitude of underground 
communities. With the correspondences created 
and the two queer fanzine conventions (Spew 1 
and 2, held respectively in Chicago and L.A. - get 
the new Bundle of Sticks for a full report of Spew 
2,) queer zines have opened up new sexual hori- 
zons for punks and fanzine editors while also 
giving queers who are tired of the gay disco scene 
a new outlet for venting their frustrations and 
desires. And now everyday there’s a new dyke or 
fag sitting in front of a typewriter ranting and raving 
onto paper while listening to such homocore bands 
as FIFTH COLUMN or TRIBE 8 and skating down 
to the nearest copy shop in hopeful anticipation 
that their efforts will somehow keep them or some- 
one else sane in this heterosexist pool of muck. 


Editors of two of the grooviest queer publications 
around just happen to live in Minneapolis (not 
surprising considering there’s atleast fifteen zines 
printed in South Minneapolis, alone) and one day 
we all got together to chit-chat. Teg publishes 
Bundle of Sticks, an in-your-face queer zine with 
some of the mostinciting, insightful writing around. 
Karen Platt is a local comic artist who self-pub- 
lishes hir own comic book, Dolo Romy, and hir 
collaborative art zine, Oubliette. Shi is also in- 
volved with various art endeavors here within 
Minneapolis. So, yeah, like | said we got together 
to chit-chat... 

Criterion: Let's start with how the two of you 
became involved with doing fanzines and how that 
evolved. 

Karen: | studied with an alternative cartoonist, but 
he's getting more mainstream now: Charlie Burns. 
That's whenlstartedcartooning. He sortof shaped 
my idea of how much you can explore with car- 
toons and how they don't have to be... you know, 
Ninja Turtles! .So my niche couldn't be the main- 
stream market with what | was doing and my first 
book was primarily for lesbians, so | went the 
underground route. | went through Factsheet Five 
and sending out my books to a lot of underground 
magazines to get free press. | also ended up 
getting some major distributors carrying the book, 
because young, straight, white males like to see 
naked wimmin doing it. That's how | gotinto it and 
started reading other people's work, as well. 
Teg: | was always a shameless consumer of 
zines. Nothing ever inspired me, except that once 
in awhile I'd do a one-shot only type thing to make 
fun of people - lampooning. Then J.D.'s and 
Homocore came out and that was probably a big 
event in my life, because finally someone was 
talking to me and saying things that I'd been 
thinking. After being a shameless consumer of 
those two publications 1 decided | could do it, too. 
Criterion: There seemed to be a big turn-around 
after those zines came out. I've been wondering 
how much things have really changed. | mean, 
even mainstream queer culture is fairly under- 
ground and l've been wondering if that punk 
attitude was already inherent in queer culture, if 
things have changed in queer culture in the last 
few years... or if that attitude was always present. 
Teg: It's funny because | was livingin Los Angeles 
in 1979 when the whole hardcore thing really 
exploded out there. | have this theory that punk 
has its roots in a queer culture just from what | 
observed out on the West Coast, like the dress 
they adopted, the first people involved in that kind 
of a lifestyle... in that whole phenomenon. Then 
somehowit evolved into what we knowas punk, so 
right now | think it’s only fitting that it comes full 
circle again. Now we take it from there, sol can 
relate to what you're saying. 
Criterion: How do you see queer culture in the 
nineties. Do you think the homopunk zines and 


: bands have madean impact on the queer commu- 


nity? . 


Karen: | think the vocalness of the alternative 
-- queersceneis creating recognition among younger 


gay people that they don't have to fit into certain 
heterosexualand homosexual stereotypes of what 
a homosexual person is. | think it's really liberat- 
ing. And they don't have to fit into any anti-gay 
stereotype of acting or looking really heterosexual 
and being into that groove and being homosexual 
to be acceptedby another portion of queer culture. 
| think itopens up possibilities. And the more you 
see the alternative gay culture, punk, queer zines... 
those type of people getting media attention and 
becoming more vocal, the more you'll see gay 
culture open up and influence everything. 

Criterion: This entire queer zine thing really seems 
like a phenomena to me. I mean, right now there's 
probably over a hundred of these zines compared 
to just a couple a few years ago when there was 
justafew. Andeven comparedtoa few years ago, 
technology has gotten much more accessible. 
There's copy shops on every corner, there's fax 


machines... the list is endless. And obviously this - 





technology has been helpful as evidenced by this 
whole phenomena. Do you see all of this as just 
being a short-lived phenomena or do you think the 
number of underground publications in this vein 
will continue to grow? 

Karen: It's part of a larger thing that's happening 
evenin mainstream culture of media access being 
opened up to everyone. Like public access tele- 
vision or filming your own home porn movies and 
selling them to everyone at the local... whatever. 
Everyone wants to be in print or be on television. 
It's good that communication is opening up and 
more people can be heard, but | think at some 
point you'll see a backlash where some rules will 


be imposed to contain all of these grassroots. 


vocalizations. 

Teg: You already see it in computer networks. 
The government is starting to gain control and 
pass regulations in a realm which, up to now, has. 
been totally unregulated. They're beginning to 
take notice of these national and international 
computer nets and they wanta piece of the action.. 
Tom Jennings from Homocore personally set up 
Fidonet, anetwork with over 1500 members world- 
wide - it's incredible. One more thing I'd like to say 
in regards to this whole phenomena idea. | really 
like the fact that everyone wants to get involved, 
but it seems to be getting more imitative. I’d like to 
see more people stretch the limits and keep doing 
new things. There's a lot of incredible minds out 
there who are doing things and | think another 
thing you'll see soon is more collaborative efforts 
among all of these incredible minds. We don't 
have to work alone, we can work together. 
Karen: There's more power in that, too. The zines 
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nat are good really stand out, though. Like Bundle 
of Sticks - it's intelligently written and when you 
look at it, it doesn’t bore you. A lot of zines start to 
bore me because they're all the same and there's 
acertain pretense aboutit andit's really not saying 
much. But your's [to Teg] is a dialogue, for the 
same reason | like Carrie’s zine [Little Skulls Bay- 
bee]. Her zine is always a dialogue - she asks 
questions and everyone has a voice in it and is 
answering these questions. Those type of zines 
really stand out. 

Criterion: | think the quality of queer zines is much 
better than -any other genre of underground pub- 
lication, too. The internal and external oppres- 
sions most queers face seem to add, to the 
publication's personality. | even know a lot of 
straight punks who will read queer zines just 
because they're more intriguing. 

Karen: | think there needs to be more interaction, 
especially among alternative cultures. Like you 
just mentioned - between straight punks and 
queers. lt would be nice to see those things 
become more collaborative and broaden people's 
perspectives of one another. 

Teg: | think that the best queer zines are the ones 
that have a broader range of experience. They 
have more of a crossover - more connections with 
other communities, like the punk community or the 
gay community and not just the zine community. 
Karen: It's like with good music or good writing, 
there's layers and people who make good music 
or writing are made up of many layers - they're not 
so one-dimensional. 

Criterion: A big part of most queer zines seems to 
be sexuality andintegrating that partofthe editor's 
life into everything else. The sexuality aspect 
always seems to shine through. It's a main focus 
of alotofthese zines. Ithinkthat's mainly because 
these people have "come out" on paper to a lot of 
people. How do you two like to portray sexuality? 
In Dolo Romy, there was this whole concept of an 
underground femayl city where an oppressive 
hierarchy was still present and sexuality seemed 
to be a big focus in the storyline. In Bundle of 
Sticks, there are a lot of different people's per- 
spectives on things, but you (Teg) still seem to tie 
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sexuality into everything. How do you approach 
sexuality on a level where you can portray your 
sexuality and your hang-ups to a general reading 
public who are going to digest this. 

Teg: Well, we have a policy on Bundle of Sticks 
that we won't deal with sexual matters at all - 
they're inappropriate for publication! (General ha- 
ha's from all) 

Karen: Your's [to Teg] is more sexual and wide 
open than mine is. Mine's semi-conservative, | 
think. Even though | caught a lot of flack because 
Romy had multiple partners. Somehow that was 
seen as abad thing despite the fact that they were 
all consenting relationships. | actually think that 
I'm sexually conservative and a lot of that comes 
through in what I do. | don’t get how people don't 
get that - most people assume that I’m totally wild. 
When | look at other lesbian zines I'm shocked in 
their male approach to sexuality, not that that's 
bad. I'm socialized in such a way that l'm sur- 
prised by their frankness and candor and the 
things they're willing to say about themselves and 
their sexual practices. | try to keep quite a bit of 
myself actually out of it and maybe leave people 
wondering where | stand. Sex is power. But in 

your's (to Teg) especially it seems really political 
- like it's a revolutionary act. 

Teg: I don’t know if it’s a hidden agenda, butit's a 
definite agenda with what! do with sexuality in my 

zine. Basically what | want to do is challenge 

people's notions and | find that sex is the place 

where people can be as free-spirited, free-think- 
ing about any number of issues, butwhen it comes 

to their sexuality, they're usually pretty polarized 

and that leaves things pretty static and stationary. 








They get into one groove or one way of doing 
things and they don’t budge, sometimes for their 
whole lives. Believe it or not, I’m actually fairly 
conservative sexually, as well, but | constantly try 
to examine myself. That's all | want other people 
to do with the stuff that | write is to do the same 
thing: confront themselves and know what it is 
they're doing, because sex is power and if people 
aren't making use of that power, they're wasting it. 
Criterion: It seems to be an easy way to get 
through to people, especially in this society where 
most people have such a narrow perspective on 
their sexuality, like it's not connected to the rest of 
their life - it's this separate entity that's only in their 


bed at certain times. 


Teg: I readthis thing by Robert Anton Wilson once 


-and he says that we always look at people in two 
-different ways: whether or not we could beat them 


upifwe hadtoandwhetherornotwe’dlike to sleep 
with them. And in answering those two questions 
that determines how we respond to everyone we 
come in contact with. | do think that people are 
sexualallofthe time. Like you say, itbecomes too 
compartmentalized and people don't realize that 
they're sexual all the time. What they do in their 
bedroom andin bed, the hang-ups they have there 
are the same ones they have in their daily life and 
I think it's a good place to start when you're talking 
about self-transformation, because that's sup- 
posed to be the center of intimacy and it usually 
isn't for a lot of people. It's usually the time where 
they do the most role-playing and game-playing 
and the mostnon-thinking, non-aware, non-present 
type of behavior goes on. 

Karen: | think all of the candor in the queer zines 
allows people who read it, especially younger 


.people, to see that they're not weird or that it's not 


something closeted or dirty or... something you do 
because it feels good, but you better not talk about 


it or express it. | think it's healthy. | see a lot of 


queer zines as being sex-positive. 

Criterion: We could probably talk about porn and 
S/M issues for a week without leaving this table, 
but I'd still like to touch upon it. Mainly because 
they're integrated into most queer zines in one 
way or another. Also because there's a huge 


border drawn between anti- and pro-supporters 
within the Minneapolis anarchist community and 
I've always run into a brick wall when talking about 
it, because I've never seen it as being a dualistic, 
good/bad issue. And no matter how one per- 
ceives S/M, it’s presence is definitely felt in the 
whole queer zine world, as well as the whole world 
of punk - from piercings to tattoos to fashion and 
even in the whole punk attitude. The question | 
want to pose is whether you two see S/Mas being 
a subversive element if it still plays into main- 
stream power structures. Also, how do you feel 
about portraying or even objectifying people graphi- 
cally in your magazines? 

Karen: | don’t think | objectify people in my books. 
I try to make them always subjects - really recipro- 
cal, sexually. | haven't even touched upon S/M 
issues in my zine. | know in my bimonthly strip for 
The Gaze newspaper I've touched on that and 
made fun of it because of some encounters I've 
had with people a long time ago or stories I've 
heard. ‘I think sex is funny, anyway. In sexual 
encounters, I'm always amused at some point. 
And‘S/M is ripe fodder for humor and | think it's 
also away of exploring it comfortably for myself, as 
far as writing about it and also for my readers. 
Rebecca Holmberg, who does the sex toy parties 
locally - | interviewed hir and, using material from 
the interviews, | started putting hir into my strip. | 
don't always agree with all of hir viewpoints, buta 
lot of the things shi does at these parties is give 
safe sex information and talk about safe ways to 
have S/Msex, because there's alotof misinforma- 
tion out there. So, in thatway I try to explore itand 
not judge it, but give some good information. 

For me, somebody being dominant over another 


or somebody being submissive, between con- 


senting adults, | think it's great. But | also wonder 
if there's not a psychological mindset of their own 
that they're exploiting. | see a lot hardcore dykes 
who look like their big brother and are really 
masculine with their lover and I'm not sure that's 
bad, either... or to role-play or strap on a dildo or 
whatever. | always wonder about people's psy- 
chological mindset - if it's healthy or not. 
Criterion: And who determines that... 

Karen: | don't want to determine that for some- 
one... 

Teg: I'm thinking about what you said about 
objectifying a subject. And I'm thinking that I've 
run one photograph of an S/M type situation. The 
rest have been cartoon-like drawings, not neces- 
sarily realistic drawings. Yeah, and! guess | am 
guilty of objectifying things and turning them into 
an image for the sake of the power that image has 


into an object, so | can see where there is some 
grey area and that's something to reconsider. 


Personally, have problemswithS/Mwhen people — 
practice it for utter need, when the only way they 


can get off is to be this dominant or submissive. 
person. | personally have problems with it thet 
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However, as a tool, as a way of playing 
ofexperimenting, experiencing differentroles with 
what it means to be dominant and what it means 
to be submissive between consenting adults, | 
don't know that | would have any problem with 
that. For me personally, from my experience, | 
don't trust anyone [agreeing nods abound]. | do 
however, value pain as a tool for self-transforma- 
tion and a tool to alter states of consciousness. 
I've participated in Native American sun dances, 
vision quests and various rituals and magickal 
disciplines where pain plays apart. For people not 
involvedin those types of disciplines, | can only tell 


you that from my own experience, pain is a way of ` 


altering your state of consciousness. Anyone who 
has had an illness or has been in a lot of pain for 
a long period of time knows that and if they’ve 
gone through that without medication to help them 
over it, they know that it drives you crazy. And 
that's not always a bad thing - to be driven crazy. 
Pain is not always something we need to escape. 
Somehow we have this mindset that pain is bad, 
absence of pain is good. | don't necessarily think 
that's true. Pain signals growth and there is no 
growth withoutexperiencing pain. So S/Mis really 
not what I'm all about or what my zine is all about. 
It's about challenging people’s notions of morality, 
right and wrong, their own values and how they 
arrived at those values. | use images to try to 
challenge people. | kind of object to and resent 
having people single out that one aspect and say 
that's what my zine‘all about, because | don'tknow 
that it is. | mean, it’s such a minor aspect. 
Sexuality is the main focus point of my zine, but S/ 
Mis notandanyonewho thinks thatitis is probably 
projecting some of their own shit onto it. 

Karen: | think that in both our work, | don't see us 
as dictating a policy for people sexually. | think it's 
open-ended, regardless of our own beliefs. In 
Oubliette, | have a heterosexual cartoon in there 
where the two heterosexual lovers end up burning 
themselves to death at the-end of their sexual 
encounter which, personally, | wouldn't do! 
Criterion: Along the same lines of using aspects 
of sexuality to challenge people, I've found that 
playing with androgyny is another way to play with 
people's perspectives. i 

Teg: When | first heard about you [to Criterion] | 
thought you were a womyn and even after reading 
your zine, | thought that. . 

Criterion: Maybe we could touch upon bisexuality. 
The whole idea of bisexuality has become fairly 
fashionable in more, say, alternative circles and

Karen: Things feed off one another. Things are 
cyclical. | think the queer zines are probably 
feeling from the general population that people are 
becoming more open about their sexuality. And 
then those people are seeing the queer zines and 
thinking "ok, | see this possibility." | don'tthinka 
zine could ever influence you to become some- 
thing that you weren't already. | have this personal 
theory that about 70% of the population are bi- 
sexual, from personal experience with men or 
wimmin. | think strictly homosexual people are in 
aminority. | get picked up more in First Avenue by 
wimmin than | do when I go to a gay bar. 

Teg: Yeah, | kinda think that every act that 
someone can commit, you too can commit. | find 
it really encouraging that people in alternative 
communities are finally waking up and figuring out 
that they have to go all the way in their life and sex 
is part of that. They can't be p.c. about everything 
in their life and not be p.c. about their sexuality. 
Yet the thing | resent and would like to say on 
record is the people who say "Yeah, you're cool, I 
wanna be your friend, ‘cause it's gay-friend week, 
as long as you don't hit on me,” ya know?! 
Karen: Guys would hiton me, getover themselves 
and become friends, but straight wimmin do that 
more and more frequently... where they tell me 
they're straight and open up to me and a month 
later, they're hitting on me. And I've had the same. 
girlfriend a really long time and am notreally open 
to that. | really think that most people are bisexual. 
| don't think | am, though. 

Criterion: | think it's different for most queer 
wimmin, too, just because most guys really are 
jerks... | 
Karen: For a man to sleep with a womyn and act 
on his heterosexuality, it's not disempowering for 
him. For a womyn to acton any heterosexual part 
of hirself, it can be really disempowering. 

Teg: It's interesting that you should say that, 
because in my heterosexual encounters, I’ve al- 
ways found that the womyn is in charge and in 
control, ‘cause | did find it disempowering. 
Karen: That's interesting... but maybe that's be- 
cause of who you are - you're not an idiot! 


Teg: lcan seein traditional roles, | can Unos 
E | 


what you're saying. For me, it was not thatway. It 
was more of an eye-opening type of thing. 
Criterion: | think that up until you come out or just 
acknowledge your sexuality, sex is really 
disempowering. It's fun while it lasts, but beyond 
the encounter, it’s... irrelevant. 

Karen: | think a lot of people don't think of their 
bodies as temples and | really think your body is a 
temple. And what you put into that, intellectually, 
physically... all of that’s important to nurture you 
and make you grow and become a whole person. 
A lot of people share their bodies with people who 
aren't good for them. 

Teg: For a lot of people, sex is a “what?” instead 
of a “who?” It’s just incredible to me, especially in 
certain elements of the gay population, for whom 
promiscuity is no big deal - it seriously doesn't 
matter to them who they have sex with, within 
some rough perimeters, as long as they have it at 
a certain interval or frequency. I’m not saying 
there’s a certain hierarchy of individuals, but for 
you, some people are better than others. For me, 
it's so wrapped up in who itis that | couldn't even 
begin to imagine just having this intimate encoun- 
ter with someone who | might not ever talk to again 
- like it was no big deal. 

Karen: | don’t understand, too, how you can have 


really good connection with. It's just...boring. 


Teg: Now that's objectifying and it scares me that 


that's a fairly normal encounter. 


Karen: And what's most sexy is somebody with a 
good brain and how many people out there have 
a good brain!? 

Teg: Wanna shoot a percentage at us for that 
one!?  . : 
Criterion: Loving oneself also ties into all of this. 
| feel that if there has ever been a time when 
people need to love themselves, it's now. Queer 
zines have really seemed to grow out of a lot of 
sexual frustration. | perceive a large percentage 
of people in my generation as being really fucked, 
whether it's dysfunctional families, drugs, .con- 
sumerism... you name it. So many people | meet 
seem totally uncaring about themselves. In Dolo 
Romy, the main character, Dolo, seems to be a 
really strong-willed individual who loves who shi is 
and [to Teg] in Bundle of Sticks, you have re- 
printed such items as tips on masturbation. Both 
of your works seem to have an underlying mes- 
sage of self-love, a topic which I've seen brought 
up more and more frequently. |rememberwe[Teg 
and |] were talking one night about the theory that 
zine culture grows out of sexual frustration and if

Teg: How about expanding that to include artist 
expression?... 

Karen: But also wanting to communicate with 
others out there - Being young and queer and 
feeling like you're all alone out there. Like through 
Dolo Romy | tried to create a communication and 
a fantasy for gay wimmin, because you can'tgo in 
a comic store and not find lesbian comics written 
by men for men. And | think on that broader topic 
on why everything's so screwed up and why kids 
are so screwed up | think it's because we're living 
moreso than ever in our history a really self- 
centered existence [gee, perhaps a profane exist- 
ence?!]

From the outskirts of Chicago-goo comes this spunky 
four-piece featuring ex-members of Contracide, Stuff 
Treatment, and Cindy, the former vocalist for 8-Bark. 
A strong first effort of power-kerplunkpop. They 
manage to speed it up while maintaining a bouncy 
buzzsaw edge.

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= BODY PIERCING |j

Piercing is an ancient form of body adomment which has enjoyed a resurgence in popularity 
inthe last 10-15 years. Since most professional piercers are located on either coast in the U.S. you 
may want to orderthe supplies anddo the piercings for yourself or others. While | still believe i's better 
to spend the extra time and money to have it done by someone with experience, with proper 
information and a lot of care it is possible to end up with healthy and aesthetically pleasing piercings 


which will bring you pleasure for a long time, not to mention all the Punk Points!! I'm not going to go 


into detail about the techniques themselves as that would grow lengthy and I'm no expert myself. 
What | can do is give you several contact addresses for more thorough information, and a general 
guide on what to order and how. 

First of all, don't go sticking safety pins through yourself unless what you're looking for is a 
nasty, oozing, shock-value piercing that never heals. (Safety pins are O.K. for ears and nostrils 
though-Felix.)| know it’s punk as fuck, but spend the bucks and do it right! 

Piercing needles can be ordered from Gauntlet or Body Manipulations and cost around $3. 
They are hollow with extremely sharp beveled tips which Stay sharp for a few piercings although 
ideally you would dispose of them (carefully!) after one piercing. Sterility is a big issue here. If you're 
convinced that AIDS won't get you at least think of how many people you know who've had hepatitis. 
Needles should be the same gauge as the jewelry you are ordering, so that the jewelry may be 
inserted by pushing it against thé needle and through the piercing. Gauge refers to the thickness of 
the metal. The lower the number the thicker the jewelry. A standard gauge used in many piercings 
is 14, which is .064". Ordinary earrings are about half that thickness, 20 gauge or .032". The thicker 
the jewelry the less likely it is to be accidentally torn out of the skin. Think of a cheese-cutting wire. 

When ordering your jewelry, choose carefully! Piercing jewelry is made of either surgical 
stainless steel or 14K gold and can be rather expensive. Don't scrimp onthe jewelry. You can wear 


_itforever and it’s not worth it to go through the trouble and pain of piercing to have it become infected 


by a$5 earring. Silver causes sensitivity in many piercings; stainless steel is harder, stays shiny, and 
looks just like silver. Most stainless rings and barbells cost around $25-40, but they're worth it. Gold 
jewelry is VERY expensive but who wears gold anyway? 


Most nipples can be pierced with a 14 (12 if they're big) gauge needle, and diameter is also | 


a consideration. For rings, you want at least a 2/4” inner diameter so that the part going through the 
nipple is as straightas possible forbetterhealing. Too small of a ring can cause distortion of the nipple 
and pain whenthe ring is pulled upward. You may be able to switchto a smaller diameter afterit heals, 

about 6-8 weeks. For barbell studs (a ball on each side) you want to get the length that leaves the 


. nipple just enough breathing room to heal, but not too snug. 


Navels generally require 14 gauge, 1/2" or 5/8" diameter rings. This is a difficult piercing to 
heal; some people just can't. It frequently “migrates” outward and comes out or will become infected 
constantly. Part of the reason is that clothing such as jeans will rub against it and cause irritation. 
This is a good piercing to do in the summer when you can leave it exposed to air. 

. . Septums cantake a wide variety of jewelry, as well as a “retainer” that hides up in your nose 
to fool bosses and grandmothers. 

The Labret, which is around or near the lip, can take a ring (tougher to heal) or a Labret stud, 
which is has a flat disk back on the inside. They are usually 14 gauge. 

Tongue piercings look really cool but can be difficult and irritating to heal. They require athicker 


- gauge barbell stud. Be aware, you will need two barbells — a longer one to wear until the swelling 


goes down (this is one of the few piercings that swells) and then a shorter one to wear permanently. 
Try passing the longer one on to someone else who is getting theirs pierced. You will talk funny for 
three days.or.more:- Take work off or better yet, quit your job! 
- There are many genital piercings and your jewelry will vary according to what you're piercing 
and how you're built. Be carefull! 
- Whenyouare erdering your jewelry you'll probably want to get some Pennington Forceps too. 
Both Gauntlet and Body Manipulations sell them. They help you hold the skin to get the needle 


_.| through quickly and accurately. A rubber band will allow you to adjust the tension. Hint: using a very 
tight forceps on a nipple will help numb it. Navels definitely need forceps. Forceps cost about $20. |

While you're at it, ask if they'll throw in some latex gloves. Otherwise you can buy themata |. as pape

drugstore or "borrow" some from the doctor's exam room. Gloves should be used for all piercings to 


|- protect both piercer and piercee. 


After the piercing you will want to take care of yourself to ensure healing. Taking zinc (about 


: _ 100mg daily) with meals will make a big difference. It's good for all-around cell repair. Clean the 


piercing several times daily with “Hibiclens.” (available at drugstores) Hibiclens is a surgical scrub 
ilder ar and better to use on delicate tissue than rubbing alcohol, hydrogen peroxide or 
Betadine. Do not use 'any-ofthe.latter three. Ointments such as Neosporin or Bacitracin are also 
unnecessary and may actually impede the healing process by blocking the airflow. . 

A loose band aid over a new (1-3 days) nipple piercing can bring comfort and keep the ring 





from getting caught on bras, etc. When cleaning the piercing, be sure to remove any dried 
plasma or blood with a Q-tip first. Then wash with a 50-50 mix of Hibiclens and warm water. 
Turn the ring, leave the hibiclens onforthree minutes, then rinse very thoroughly with water. 


Turn the ring while rinsing. 


Happy healing. Now for some addresses. This list is by no means complete. Iit consists 
of those people and places that | would recommend through personal experience.

MORE ARTICLES ABOUT 
HERBS AND LEAVES oy mma 





Plants have been used for healing for thou- 
sands of years. By relying on chemical medicine 
a culture is destroying their connection with na- 
ture. Herbal medicine relates to political issues. 
We need to reestablish our connection with the 
universe and natural healing to survive as a spe- 
cies. Herbalism is planetary and humanistic. 

Like our culture, herbal medicine has be- 
come more specific in terms of specialization. 
Herbs can become very specific (with respect to 
their usage), which is both positive and negative. 
Positive because the therapeutic properties of an 
individual herb may be utilized; negative because 
herbs may become limited by classification. Herbal 

Classification is not fixed — different cultures may 
use the same herb in different ways. However, 
herb use is remarkably similar worldwide. 


At some time in the growth of an Herbalist 


comes the awareness of the rhythms of the uni- 
verse— the rising and setting of the Sun and 
Moon, the seasonal cycles, and the birth, life, and 
death of the world of nature. There are many 
cultures and many names (medicine man, wise 
woman), but all healers were greatly respected, 
knowing the patterns of nature and how to change 
personal energies to flow with the Earth. A healer 
knows the energies of herbs and their power. 
Traditional Chinese Medicine categorizes 
herbs according to their cooling and warming 
energies, their tastes, their direction, and their 
actions on the body. Ayurveda classifies herbs 
and foods according to the Tri-Dosha (Three 
Humours) principles: Vata (air), Pitta (fire), and 
Kapha (water). In Western herbology, herbs are 
classified and used according to their general 
therapeutic properties (ie: alteratives, diuretics, 
tonics, etc). The essential principle of all these 
herbal systems is the same — energy. Ayurvedic 


energy is prana, and Chinese medicine calls it chi. 
Both cultures see a unified world which is a mani- 
festation of one flow of energy. Imbalances of 
energy create physical symptoms of disease. 

The Chinese theory of the five elements is 
one of the most important principles of Taoist 
medicine and is the basis of Chinese medicine. 
Each of the five elements has a number of corre- 
spondences that help in diagnosis and treatment. 
According to traditional Chinese theory, disease is 
caused by a block or interruption of the flow of 
energy, which can either be associated with a 
particular organ or its meridian (the connection 
between two organs). When one organ is treated, 
all organs are indirectly. treated. 

The Woodelementis associated with spring.

Spicy, filling and often vegan, Indian food has to be one of the 
best cuisines in the world. After a long day of laying out this issue, the 
PE crew decided to turn off our computers and Icons of Filth tapes and 
satiate our lust for Indian food by heading to the best (and cheapest) 
Indian food joint we know of in South Minneapolis, Fair Oeks 
Restaurant on 2335 3rd Ave. South, Minneapolis, MN (871-2000). 

f you think "Far Oaks" is a funny name for an Indian restau- 
rant, wait ‘til you see this placal Adjacent to a campy 1950's motor 
hotel and splitting the menu 50-50 with Indian delites and Denny’s-ike 
continental nausea, Fair Oaks looks like it's straight out of a David 
Lynch movie. The strange atmosphere only adds to the fun and the 
retirees-art students-revolutionary anarchist punks mixed crowd 
makes it an even more interesting meal. 

Seeing as Troll was paying, we did this meal up right and 
started out by ordering pakoras ($1.99) and vegetable samosas 
($1.99) for appetizers. The pakoras — batter-fried vegetables that 
you dip into a spicy green mint (7) sauce — were delicious. The 
samosas, which are cooked potatoes and peas and spices wrapped 
up in dough and deep fried, were good but they're always sorta cold 
in the middle, making us wonder f they make these here or buy them 
frozen. 

Fortunately, there was enough of us around to try out several 
dishes so we could inform you, the gentle revolutionary anarchist 


| reader, about a variety of foods. 


Several of us had the vegetable roti ($4.50), which is curried 
veagies (zucchinis, potatoes, yams, Cauliflower, etc.) wrapped in 
naan, a flat bread that is out of this world de-fucking-licious. The rotis 
were delicious and spicy, even though we only ordered them medium 
spiced. (If you ask for your food to be hot, be prepared to consume 
several gallons of water with your meal — ay carambal) A couple of 
quotes from PE roti grubbers: "Vegetable roti had a different hot flavor 
as a jalepefio kind of fire. It was rather good, even though it looked 
like Dinty Moore beef stew in pita bread." "Fuckin' way hotttt, even 
though it was ‘medium spiced. | could fee! my hair follicles tingle with 
a twisted delight. Very filling, gave me great gas, oowwhgghhh:" It 
was preferable and it made my nose run and it looks the same coming 
in as it does coming out.” Don't be fooled by these uncultured yahoos, 
the food looks as great as it tastes. So delicious you cant even taste 
the yams! 

Someone eise ordered the dall makhani ($3.25), which is 
possibly their best dish. To quote our dall scarfer, "The dall makhani 
was a wonderful swamp-like substance made with lentils and other 
unidentifiable things. Sloppy and as spicy as you wanna be. Great 
with a slab-o'-aloo paratha." 

Aloo paratha ($1.50) is a flat bread like naan that is stuffed with 
smashed potaotes and peas and served piping hot: this stuff is 
mandatory eating at any Indian meal. Most of the PE crew could live 
on a diet of bread and water if the bread was aloo paratha and the 
water was brown and bubbly and came in a bottle that said “Crucial 
Brew." 
A couple people had the naurattan biryani ($4.99), which is a 
big spicy pile of curried rice and vegetables and (ugh) currants. Hot 
but delicious, sez they. -Only bummer: It gave Crito gas (run for your 
lives!) 

The service was friendly and prompt enough for us laid-back, 
casual, ‘who needs a watch? we're anarchists!" punks, but with only 
one waiter in that big room he really had to hustie. Be sure to tip big 
here. 

When you're looking for a delicious, spicy, and relatively 
inexpensive veggie meal, Fair Oaks is definitely a place to consider. 
As soon as we can convince them to start selling Indian beer 
(especially Taj Mahal), they'll have to drag us out of this place nightly 
for them to close. 


FELIX'S FASHION CORNER 


Felix Havoc again with the second installment of fashion tips 
to help you punk out hard. Why fashion? To quote NATION OF 
ULYSSES, "Clothing and fashion are the only things which we, the 
kids, being utterly disenfranchised, have control over.” While the 
hard fuckin’ core punk rock style is not quite what The Nation had 
in mind you get the point, right? This stuff may be old hat to some 
of you but | think it will help some of you track down some cool gear 
while avoiding the capitalistic commodification of punk fashion. 

1. Bondage pants- these will always be in style. Why buy 
a pair for $65 when you can pick up some outrageous plaid pants 
at a thrift store? Go to a sewing store a pick up some zippers, d- 
rings, nylon straps and buckles and make your own pair. 

2. Wraparound Shades- Thanks to everyone who wrote in 
about these from my classified ad. AYF will soon be carrying these 
at about $1 a pair in assorted colors since we found a place that 
Sells them in bulk. Punk as fuck and fresh for ‘92. 

3. Is it plastic or leather?- Two good methods of making 
denim clothes look/feel like leather are plastic rubber and plastisol 
silkscreen ink. You can get a tube of plastic rubber at the hardware 
store and smear iton your denim. (Thanks to Kid Thalidomide from 
Cybervision for this tip; his zine is full of rad fashion tips). Another 
method isto use plastisol screen printingink. You can get someone 
who works in à screen shop to steal you some or buy it at a place 
like Northwest Graphics at 4200 E. Lake. Using a squeegee or 
similar instrument smear it into the fabric. It has to be heat cured 
at around 350 degrees. You can do this in your oven or buy a heat 
gun (such as a paint stripper sold at K-mart or hardware stores). 
The advantage of this is that it's made for fabric and it comes in all 
sorts of obnoxious colors. 

4. Screen printing- This is a fun and easy way to mo 
shirts and patches for the whole crew. I'm not going to go into all the 
details as you can probably learn how at school or call Northwest 
Graphics or SPS] to get started. Why pay $18 for a Crass t-shirt at 
a head shop? 

5. Patches- The latest in punk fashion. You can turn any 
piece of clothing into a punked out gear and cover up holes at the 
same time. A big selection is carried by Tribal War P.O.Box 20012, 
Tompkins Sq. Stn. Ny, NY 10009. Also there's Project Punk Out 
Hard which can be reached care of this zine. NY-AYF has an 
assortment of AYF/Youth Lib patches NY-AYF/ P.O.Box 365/ 
Canal St. Stn NY, NY 10013. Minneapolis AYF will soon also be

carrying patches so look out. . 

6. Paint your own- Aside from screen printed patches and 
shirts you can be DIY all the way and hand paint your own totally 
unique gear. -To the best of my knowledge regular acrylics work 
best. You might want to use some kind of fixer so it doesn't run. I've 
always had good results using enamel model paints on leather or 
plastic. You can also water down some acrylic to form a base on 
denim. Shiti@ce from Holland wrote me and sent a way rad hand 
painted Destroy patch he did. He's a really good artist and will paint 
patches, shirts, jackets, etc. in exchange for records and such. 
Marald/ Munnikenstr-75/ 2315 LaLeiden/ Holland. As he points out 
most punk patches and artwork are simple black and white without 
the shading you can paint by hand. 

7. Dye- Instead of RIT dye from the grocery store go to an 
art supply store and get the heavy duty professional dye they use 
forbatikand tie dying. Itworks a lot better and doesn't fade as quick 
as cheap stuff like RIT. 

8. Dreads- | think it's a little silly to get dreads put in at a 
beauty parlor. Back in the old days my hair dreaded naturally after 
| put up my hair with Knox and olive soap then didn't wash it for six 
months. Anyway, l'mtold you can get your hairto dread by forming 
it into dreads with beeswax or olive soap then not washing it for a 
million years. But what would a real rastafarian think? 

9, Beads-| know it sounds hippy but you can get really cool 
beads for making necklaces and chokers, putting in your hair, or 
sewing beadwork at Bear Hawk Indian Store at 1207 E. Franklin. 
They also have all sorts of jewelry accessories like posts and hooks 
for earrings and all sorts of Native American crafts. 

10. Piercing-For piercing noses and ears you can just use 
a safety pin or buy a piercing stud and ram it through. Make sure 
tosterilize it first as this is a primo way to get AIDS or hepatitis. You 
can also buy a piercing gun from most beauty supply places. Sally 
Beauty Supply has six locations in the Twin Cities and sells guns 
for $65 and studs 2 for $1.99. If you get someone with a 
cosmetology license to goin and buy it for you it’s like ten or twenty 
percent off.
